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When Hippocrates heard thefe words, fo readily uttered without pre- 
meditation to declarethe worlds vanitie, full of ridiculous contrarietie, 
he made an{wer, That neceflitie compelled men to many fuch actions, && 
divers wils enfuing fromdivine permiflion, that we might not beidle, 
being nothing is fo odioustothem as floth and negligence. Befides,men 
cannot forefee future events, in this uncertaintie of humane affaires;they 
would not fo marrie, if they could foretell the caufes of their diflike 
and feparation ; or parents if they knew the houre of their childrens 
death, fo tenderly provide for them; or an husbandman fowe, if hee 
thought there would be no increafe; or a merchantadventure to fea, 
if hee fore-faw fhipwrack ; or be a Magiftrate, if prefently to bee 
depofed. Alas, worthy Democritus, everie manhopes the beft,andto 
that end he doth it, andtherefore no fuchcaufe, or ridiculous occafion 
of laughter. 

Democritus hearing this poore excufe, laughedagain aloud, pereei- 
ving he wholly miftookhim,and did not wel underftand what hee had 
{aid concerning perturbations and tranquillitie of che minde. Infomuch, 
that if men would governe their actions by difcretion and providence, 
they would not declare themfelves fooles as now they doe, and hee 
fhould haveno caufe of laughter ; but (quoth hee) they {well in this 
life, asif they were immortall and demi-gods, for want of underftan- 
ding. It wereenough to makethem wife,ifthey would but confider the 
mutabilitie of this world,and how it wheeles about, nothing being firm 
and fure.

The Ventricle or fto- Region, Natws 
mack, whichis (Caicd inthe midft ofthat part of the belly beneath the 242d. rall Organs, 
viffe, the kitchen (as it were) of the firft concoction, and which turnes our 
meat into C/ylws :It hathtwo mouthes,one above, another beneath. The up- 
per is fometimes taken for the ftomacke it felfe; the lower and nether doore

up appetite, or elfeto the guts as an excrement. That watery matter the two 
Kidnies expurgate, by thofe emulgent veines, and Vreteres: Theemulgent 
draw this {uperfluous moifture from the blouds; the two V/reteres convey it 
tothe Bladder which by reafonofhisfite inthe lower belly, isapt to receive 
it, having two parts, necke and bottome: the bottome holds the water, the 
necke is conftringed witha mufcle, whichas a Porter, keeps the water from 
running out againft our will.

Next inorder is the middle Region,or cheft, which comprehends the vitall 
faculties and parts:which (as I have faid) is feparated from the lower belly, 
by the Diaphragmaor M idriffe,whichisaskinne confifting of many nerves, 
membranes and amongtt other ufes it hath, is the inftrument of laughing. 
There is alfoacertaine thinne membrane, full uf finewes,which vovereth the 
whole cheft within, and is called Plewra, the feat of the difeafe called Plew- 
vifie, when itis inflamed; fome addeathird skinne,which is termed Media/i7. 
nus, which dividesthe cheft into two parts,tight and left. Of this region the 
principal part is the Heart, whichis thefeat and fountaine of life, of heat, 
of {pirits, of pulfeand refpiration; the Sunne of our Body, the King and fole 
commander of it: the {cat and Organ of all paffions and affections. Pri- 
mum vivens ,ultimum moriens, it lives fir, and dies laftin all creatures:Ofa 
pyramidicall forme,and not much unlike toa Pineapple;apart worthy of 
t Hecres ane admiration, that can yeeld fuch variety of affections, by whofe motionitis 
precipic te" dilated or contracted, to ftir and command the humours in the body: As 
quod tanta af- in Lorrow; melancholy;in anger,choler;injoy,to fend the bloud outwardly; 
2 aps aaa. in forrow, to callit in, moving the humours, as Horfes doca Chariot. This 
quod omnes res Heart, though it be one fole member, yet it may bedivided intotwo creeks, 
Hiss otek ght and Left. The right is like the Moone increafing, bigger then the other 
‘eriuit ¢ i0- part,and teceives bloud from Vena cava,diftributing fome of it to the Lunes 
went. to nourish them, the reft tothe left fide, toingender fpirits. The left Creeke 
hath the forme of a Gone, and isthe feat of life, which asatorchdoth oyle, — 
drawes bloud unto it,begetting of it {pirits and fire; andas fireinatorch,fo | 
are {pirits inthebloud, andby that great Artery called Aorta,itfendsvitall — 
{pirits over the body, and takes aire fromthe Lungs, by that Artery which 
is called Vewofas So that both Creckes have their Veflels stheRighttwo |

Thatitis the inftrument of voice,is manifeft,in that no creature can {peak,or mentum anne- 
utter any voice, which wanteth thefe Lights. It is befides the inftrament of (27" (004, 
re{piration,or breathing;and its office is to coole the Heart, by fending ayre 
unto it, by the Yezofall Artery, which veine comes tothe lungs by that a/pe- 
raarteria, which confifts of many griftles, membranes, nerves,taking in aire 
at the nofe and mouth, and by it likewife exhales the fumes of the Heart. 
Intheupper Region ferving the animall faculties, thechiefe Organ is the 
Braine, whichis a foft, marrowifh,and white {ubftance, ingendred of the pu- 
reft part of feed and {pirits, included by many skinnes,and feared within the 
skull or braine pan, and itisthe moft noble Organ under heaven, the dwel- 
ling houfe and feat of the Soule,the habitation of wifedome,memory, judge- 
ment, reafon,and in which manis moft like unto God: and therefore nature 
hath covered it witha skullof hard bone, and two skinnes or membranes, 
whereof the one is called dura mater, or meninx the other pia mater.T he du- 
#4 mater isnext tothe skull, abovethe other,which includes and protects the 
braine. When this is takenaway, the pia mater is to befeene, athinne mem- 
brane, the next and immediate cover of the braine, and not covering onely, 
but entring into it. The Brasze it felfeis divided into two parts, the fore and 
hinder part the fore part is muchbigger then the other, whichis called the 
little brainein re{pett of it. This fore part hath many concavities diftinguifh- 
ed by certaine ventricles, which arethe receptacles of the Spirits, brought 
thither: by the Arteries from the Hearr, and are there refined toa more hea- 
uenly nature, to performe the actions of the Soule. Ofthefe ventricles there 


bethree, Right, Left,and Middle. The Right and Left anfwer to theit fice,and 
beget animall fpirits; if they be any way hurt, fenfe and motion ceafeth. 
T hefe ventricles moreover, are held to be the feat of the common fenfe. The 
Middle ventricle, is a common concourfe and cavity of them both; and 
hath two paflages ; the oneto receive Pitwita, the other extends it felfe to 
the fourth creeke: inthis they place Imagination and Cogitation, and {othe 
three ventricles of the fore part of the Brainve areufed. The fourth Creeke 
behinde the head,iscommonto the Cerebel or little braine, and marrow of 
the back-bone,the leaft, and moft folid ofall the reft, which receives the ani- 
mall {pirits from the other ventricles, and conveyes them to the marrowin 
the backe,and is the place where they fay the memory is feated.

This Common fenfe isthe Judge or Moderator of the reft, by whom we dif- 
cerneall differences of objects ; for by mine eye doenot know that fee, or 
by mine eare that I heare, but by my Common (enfe, who judgeth of Sounds 
and Colours: they arebutthe Organs to bring the Species tobe cenfured; 
fo that all their objects are his, and all their ofiices are his: The fore-part of 
the Braineis his Organ or feat. 

Phantafie, or Imagination, which fome call Ei ftimative, or Cogitative, Phantafe. 
(confirmed, faith! F ernelius by frequent meditation)is an inner fenfe which ¢ Phifl.s.c.8: 
doth more fully examine the {pecies perceived by Common fenfe, of things 
prefent or abfent, and keeps them longer, recalling them to mind againe, or 
making new of his owne. Intimeof fleepthis faculty is free; and many times 
conceives ftrange,ftupend,abfurd fhapes, as in ficke men we commonly ob- 
ferve. His Organis the middle cell of the Braines his objects allthe Species 
communicated to him by the Common fenfe, by comparifon of which he 
faines infinite other unto himfelfe. In Melancholy menthis faculty is moft 
powerfull and ftrong,and often hurts, producing many monftrous and pro- 
digious things,efpecially if it be ftirred up by fometerrible objet, prefented 
toit from Common fenfe, or Memory. In Poets and Painters Imagination 
forcibly workes,as appeares by their feverall Fictions; Antickes,Images:As 
Ovids houle of fleepe,P/yches palace in A ple) ts Kee In menit is fubject a 
governe 
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governed by Reafon, or at lealt fhould be; but in brutes it hath no fuperiour, 
and is ratio brutorum,all the reafon they have. 

Memory layesup all thefpecies which the fenfes have brought in, and re- 
cords themas a good Regijfer, that they may be forth.coming when they 
are called for by F hantafie and Reafon. His object is the fame with Phantafie, 
his feat and Organ the back part of the braine. 

The affections of thefe fenfes, are S/cepe and Waking, commonto all fen- 
fiblecreatures. Slecpew a refi or binding of the outward § enfes and ofthe Com 
mon [enfe, for the prefervation of Body ands oule, (as"Scaliger definesit) For 
when the common fenfe refteth, the outward fenfes reftalfo. The Phantafie 
aloneis free, and his Commander, Reafon : as appeares by thofeimaginarie 
Dreames, which are of divers kindes, Naturall, Divine, Damoniacall, Obs 
which vary according to humors,diet, actions, objects, &c. of which, 47- 
temidorus, Cardanusand Sambucus, with their feverall Interpretators, have 
writtengreat volumes. This ligation of Senfes, proceeds froman inhibition 
of fpirits, the way being ftopped by which they fhould come; this {topping 
is caufed of vapours arifing out of the ftomack, filling the Nerves, by which 
the {pirits fhould be conveyed. When thefe vapours are fpent, the paf- 
fageis open, and the fpirits performetheir accuftomed duties ; fo that Wa- 


king isthe action and motion of the S enfes, which the Spirits difp erfed over all 
parts, caufe.

thirft. Senfitive is common to men and brutes. Voluntary, thethird or in- 
tellective, which commands the other two in men,and isa curbe untothem, 
or atleaft fhouldbe; but for themoft partis captivated and over-ruled by 
them: andmen areled like beafts by fenfe, giving reines to their concupif- 
cenceand feverall lufts. Forby this Appetite the fouleis led or inclined to 
follow that good which the Senfes fhall approve, or avoid that which they 
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holdevil: his object being good or evil, the onehe embraceth, the other " 
he rejeteth: according to that Aphorifme, Omnia appetunt bonum,allthings — 
fecke their owne good, or at leaft feeming good. This power is infeparable | 
from fenfe;for where fenfeis, thereis likewife pleafureand paine.

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dignation. All affections and perturbations arifeout ofthefetwofountaines, 25 
whichalthough the Stoickes make light of, we hold naturall; and not to be 
refifted. The good affections are caufed by fome object of the famenature; 
And if prefent,they procure joy, which dilates theheart, and preferves the 
body: ifabfent, they caufeHope, Love, Defire, and Concupifcence. The 
Badate Simple or.mixt : Simplefor {omebad object prefent,as forrow, which 
contracts the Heart, macerates the Soule, fubverts the good eftate of the 
Body, hindering all the operations of it, caufing Melancholy, and many 
times death it felfe: or future, as Feare. Out of thefe two arife thofe mixt af. 
fections and paflions of Anger, which isa defire of revenge; Hatred, which is 
inveterate anger; Zeale,which is oftended with him who hurts that he loves; 
and trmeseexaxia, a compound affection of Joy and Hate, when we rejoyce at 
other mens mifchiefe, and are grieved at their profperity ; Pride, Selfe-love, 
Emulation,Envie,Shame, &c. of which elfewhere. 

Moving from place to place, isa faculty neceffarily following the other. 
For in vaine were it otherwife to defire and to abhorre, if we had not like- 
wile power to profecute or efchue,by moving the body from place to place: 
By this faculty therefore we locally move the body, or any part of it, and 
goe from one place toanother. To the better performance of which, three 
things are requifite: That which moves;by what it moves;that which is mo- 
ved. That which moves, is either the Efficient caufe, or End. Theend isthe 
object, which is defired or efchued ; asinadoggeto catchahare, &c, The 
efficient caufeinmanis Reafoz, or his fubordinate Phantafie, which appre- 
hends good or bad objets : in brutes Imagination alone, which moves the 
Appetitesthe Appetite this faculty which by an admirable league of Nature, 
and by mediation of the fpirits, commands the Organby which it moves :

;Lib.r.cap.s. thy free (pirit. Forthefecaufes belike* Hippocrates would havea Phyfician 
preg. take {peciall notice whether the difeafe come not from a divine fupernaturall 
caufe,or whether it followthecourfe of Nature. But thisis farther difcuf- 
lib t.de Ab- fed by Fran: Valefins de facr.philof-cap.8.\F ernelins, and ™J C afar Claudi- 
ditiverum ‘4s, to whom referre you, how this place of Hippocrates is to be under- 
Re mp ftood. Paracel/ws is of opinion, that fuch fpirituall difeafes (for fo hecalls 
med.12-"¢ them)are fpiritually to be cured,and not otherwife. Ordinary means in fuch 
cafes will not availe: Noneft reluctandums cum Deo. When that montter- 
taming Hercules overcameall inthe Olympicks, Iuprter at laftinan unknown 
fhape wreftled with him; the victory was uncertaine, till at length Iupiter de- 
{cryed himfelfe,and Hercules yeelded. No ftriving with fupreme powers. 
Nil juvatimmenfos Cratero promittere montes, 
fxPet.s.6. Phyficians and Phyfickecan doe no good, * we muft fubmit our [elves under 
the mighty hand of God, acknowledge our offences, call to him for mercy. If 
he {trike us, wma cademsque manus vulnus opemque feret, asitis with them that 
are wounded with the {peare of Achilles, he alone mutt helpe; otherwife our 
difeafes areincurable, and we not tobe relieved. 
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Ow farre the power of Spirits and Devils doth extend, 
and whether they can caufe this , or any other Dif- 
eafe, isa {erious queftion, and worthy to be contide- 
red; For the better underftanding of which, I will 
make a briefe digreffion of the natureof Spirits. And 
although the queftion be very ob{cure, according to 
" Poftellus, full of controverfie and ambiguity : beyond 
the reach of humane capacity, fateor excedere vires 
intentionis mea faith * Auftin,| confefle [am not able 

tounderftand it , fixitum de infinito non poteft ftatuere, wee can fooner deter- 

mine with Tully de nat. deorum, quid non fint, quam quid fint, our fubtile 

Schoolmen , Cardans, Scaligers, profound Thomiftes, Fracaftoriana ¢ Fer- 

neliana asies, are weak, dry, obfcure, defeGtive in thefe myfteries, and all 

our quickeft wits , as an owles eyes atthe Sunnes light, waxe dull , and 
are not {ufficient to apprehend them, yetas in the reft , I will adventure to 
fay fomething to this point. In former times, as we reade Ads'2 3) the 

Sadduces denyed that there were any fuch Spirits, Devils, or Angels. So 

did Galen the Phyfitian, the Peripateticks, even Ariffotle himfelfe, as Pom- 

ponativs {toutly maintaines ., and Scaliger in fome fort grants.. Though 

Dandinus the Jeluit , com. in lib. 2. de anima, ftifly denyes it's (ubftantie [e- 

parate and intelligences, are the fame which Curiftians call Angels, and 

Platonifts, Devils, for they name all Spirits, demones, be they good or 

bad Angels, as Julius Pollux Onomafticon, lib.1. cap. 1. obferves. Epicures 

and 4thei/ts are ofthe fame mind in generall, becaufe they never faw them. 

Plato, Plotinus, Porphyrius, lamblicus, Proclws, infifting in the fteps of Trif- 

megifius, Pythagoras and Socrates, make no doubt of it: Nor Stoicks, but 

that there are fuch {pirits, though much erring from the truth. Concer- 

ning the firft beginning of them , the ° Thalmudifts fay that .1dam had a 

wife called Lils, before he marryed Eve, and of her he begat nothing but 

Devils. The Turkes ? Alcaron is altogether as abfurd and ridiculous inthis 

point: but the Scripture informes us Chriftians , how Lucifer the chiefe of 

them with his affociates, 9 fell from heaven for his pride, and ambition ; 
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created of God, placed in heaven, and fometimes an Angell of light, now 5 


caft downe into the lower aériall fublunary parts, or into Hell, and deli- 
vered into chaines of darkneffe (2 Pet.2.4.) to be kept unto damuation. There 
isa foolifh opinion which fome hold, that they are the foules of men de- 
parted , good and more noble were deified, the bafer groveled on the

ground , or inthe lower parts,and were devils, the which with Tertudzan , 
Porphyrius the Philofopher,.™.7y7#1 fer.27.maintaines. 7 hefe (pirits, he 
* faith, which we call Angels and Devils, are nought but foules of men depar- 
ted, which either through love and pitty of their friends yet living,help and afi/t 
them,or el{e perfecute their enemies, whom they hated,as Dido threatned'to per- 
fecuteeEneas : 


Omnibus umbra locis adero: dabis improbe pends. 


They are (as others fuppofe) appointed by thofe higher Powers to keep 
men from their nativity, andto proteé,or punifh them as they fee caufe : 
and ‘are called beni and mali Genii by the Romans. Heroes, Lares, ifgood , 
Lemures or Larvae if bad, by the Stoicks, governours of Countries, Men, 
Cities, faith * wApuleius , Deos appellant qui ex hominum numero jufte ac 
prudenter vite curriculo gubernato, pre numine, poftes ab hominibus praditi 
fanis cy ceremoniis vulge admittuntur, wt in Kgypto Ofyris, oc. Prafli- 
tes, Capella calls them, which protected particular men as well as Princes. 
Socrates had his Demonium Saturninum ¢ ignium, which of all {pirits is 
beft, ad fublimes cogitationes animum erigentém, as the Platonifts fuppo- 
fed; Plotinus his ; and wee Chriftians our affifting Angels, as Andreas 
Vidtorellus, a copious writer of this fubject, Lodovicus de La-Cerda the Je- 
fuitin his Yoluminous Tratt de Angelo Cuftode, Zanchius, and {ome Divines 
think. But thisabfurd Tenent of Tyrixs,Procins confutes at large in his book 
de Anima ¢» damone. ay ) 

: Pfellus a Chriftian ,: and fometimes Tutor '( faith Cu/pinian) to CMi- 
chael Parapinatius, Emperour of Greece, a great obferver of the nature 
of Devils, holds they are.‘corporeall, and have aériall bodies , that they 
are mortal; live and dye, «which Martianus Capella \ikewife maintaines, 
but our Chriftian Philefophers explode) that rhey are nourifhed and have 
excrements , that they feele paine if they be hurt (which Cardan confirmes, 
and Scaliger juftly laughs him to fcorne for; 5? pafcantur acre, cur non 
pugnant ob puriorem aera? cc.) or firoken : and if their bodyes be cut, with 
admirable celerity they come together againe. U4ujfin in Gen. lib. 3. lb. 
arbit. approves as much , wutata caf corpora in deteriorem qualitatem 
aris (pifsioris , fo doth Hierome, Comment. in epift. ad Ephef. cap. 3. Ort- 

en, Tertullian, Lactantius,and many ancient Fathers ofthe Church: That 
in their fall their bodyes were changedinto a moreacriall and groffe fub- 
ftance. Bodine lib. 4. Theatri Natura, and David Crufius Hermetice Philo- 
fophia lib.1.cap.4. by feverall arguments proves Angels and Spirits to be 
Corporeall : quicquid continetur in loco Corporenm eft: At [piritus contine- 
tur in loco.ergo. Si Spiritus [ant quantierunt Corporet, at {unt quanti, ergo. 
funt finiti, ergo. qnanti,¢rc. Bodine goes farther yet, and will have thefe, 
Anime feparate genii, Spirits, Angels, Devils, and fo likewife foules of 
ren departed, if Corporeall, which he moft eagerly contends) to be of 
fome fhape, and that abfolutely round , like Sun and Moone,becaufe that is 
the moft perfeétforme , que nihil habet afperitatis , nihil angulis incifum, 
nibilanfractibus involutum, nihil eminens, [ed inter corpora perfecta eff per- 
fectifimum, 
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there confutes,as Au/tinmlikewife doth de civ. Dei lib. 18. That they can bee 
{cen when and in what fhape,and to whom they will faith Pfellus,T amet fi nil 
tale viderim,nec optem videre, though he himfelf never faw them nor defired 
it;and ufe fometimes carnal copulation (aselfwhere I fhall x prove more at 
arge)with women and-men. Many will not beleeve they can be feene,and if 
apy man thall fay ,fweare,and ftifly maintain,though he be difcreet and wife, 
judicious and-learned,that he hath feen them,they accompt hima timorous 
foole,a melanchelly dizard,a weake fellow,a dreamer, a ficke oramadman, 
they contemne him, laugh him tofcorne and yet Marcus of his credit told 
Pfelus that hehad often {een thé.And Leo Suavivs,a Frenchman,c. §.7# Com- 
mentar.t.1.Paracelfi de vitalonga, out of fome Platonifts will have the ayre to 
beas full of them,as {now falling in the skies,and that they may be feen, and 
withall fets downe the means how mén may fee thems Szirreverberatis ory. 
lis fole hlendente ver {us calit continuaverint obtutus, &c. and faith moreover 
tryed it, premifforum feci experimentum,and it was true, that the Platonifts 
faid. Paracel{us confefleth that he faw them divers times,and conferred with 
them,and fodoth Alexander ab y Alexandre, that he [0 found it by experience, 
when as before he doubted of it. Many deny it, faith Lavater de fpectris, part.r. 
6.2. part.2ic.11.becaufe they never faw them themfelvs; But as be reports at 
largeall over his book, efpecially c.1 9.part. 1.they are often feen and heard, 
and familiarly converfe with men,as Lod. ives affureth us,innumerableRe. 
cords, Hiftories,and teftimonies evince inall ageés,times, places, and * all tra. 
vellers befides; in the Weft Indies and-our Northerne climes, Nzhil familia. 
rius quaminagris cy urbibus fpiritus videre,audire,qui vetent,jubeant yc. Hie. 
rontmus vita Pauli,Bafil fer.4.0.Nicephorus,E ufebius ,Socrates,Sozomenus,™ Ta. 
cobus Boiffardus in his tract de [pirituum apparitionibus, Petras Loyerus Ide [pe- 
tris,Wierus Lx hhave infinite varity of fuch examples of apparitions of fpirits, 
for him toreadethat farther doubts, to his ample fatifesction.. One alone I 
wall bricfly infert, A nableman in Germany was {ent Embafladour to the 
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Nature of Devils. Memb. 1.Subf 2. 


King of Sdeden( tor his name, the time, and fuch circumftances J referre you 
to Boiffardus mine * Author) after he had done his bufineffe, he failed to Zi- 
vonia, on fet purpofe co fee thofe familiar {pirits, which are there faid to be 
converfant with men, and doetheir drudgery workes. Amongft other mat- 
ters,one of them told him where his wife was, in what roome, in what 
cloathes,what doing,and brought him a Ring from her,whichat his returne 
non fine omnium admiratione,he found to be true; and fo beleeved that ever 
after, which before he doubted of .Cardanl. x 9.de fubtil. relatesof his father 
Facius Cardan, that afterthe accuftomed folemnitics, 47.1491.13..4 uguft, 
he conjured up 7. Devils in Grecke apparell, about 40.yeares ofage, fome 
ruddy of complexion,and fome pale,as he thought; hee asked them many 
queftions,and they made ready an{wer, thatthey were acriall Devils, that 
they lived and died as men did, fave thatthey were farre longer liv’d,(7.0r 
800.Pyeares) they did as much excell menin dignity, as wee doe juments, 
and were as farre excelled again ofrthofe that were above them;our * gover- 
nours and keepers they are moreover, which * Plato in Critias delivered of 
oldand fubordinate to one another, V+ enim homo homini, fic demon damoni 
dominatur, they rule themfelves as well asus, and the fpirits of the meaner 
fort had commonly fuch offices, as we make horfe-keepers ,neat-heards,and 
the bafeftof us, overfeers of our cattlesand that we can no more apprehend 
their natures and fun&tions,than an horfe a mans. They knew all things, bue 
might not reveale them to men;and ruled and domineered over us,as we do 
over our horfes; the beft Kings amongft us, and the moft generous {pirits, 
were not céparable to the bafeft of them. Sometimes they did inftruct men, 
and communicate their skill,reward & cherifh, and fometimesagain terrifie 
& punifh,to keep them in awe,as they thought fit, Nihil magis cupientes( faith 
Lyfius,Phi[.Stoicorum: quam adoratione hominis. The fame Author Cardanin 
his Hyperchen,out of the dogtrine of Stoicks, will have fome of thele Genii 
(for fo he cals them)to be defirous of mens company,very affable, and fa- 
miliar with them as Dogs are;others again to abhor as ferpents,and care not 
for them. The fame belike Tritemius cals Ignios cy fublunares, qui namaquans 
demergunt ad inferiora,aut vix ullum habent in terris commercium : b Generally 

they farre excell men in worth, asaman the meaneft werme; though fome of 
them are inferionr to thofe of their owne rankein worth, as the blacke guard in a 

Princes Court, andtomen againt, as [ome degenerate, bale, rational creatures, 

are excelled of brute beafts. 

Thatthey are mortall,befides thefe teftimonies of Cardan,Martianus crc. 
many other Divines and Philofophers hold, poft prolixum tempus morinntur 
omnes; The ¢ Platonifis and fome Rabbines, Porphyrius and Plutarch, as ap- 
peares by that relation of Thamus: 4 The great God Pan is dead : Apollo Pythi- 
ws ceafed;and fo the reft.S. Hierome in the life of Paul the Ermite tels a {to- 
ry how one of them appeared to S. Antony in the wilderneffe, and told him 
as much. ¢ Paracelfus of our late Writers ftifly maintaines that they are mor- 
tall,live and die,as other creatures doe.Zozimus lib.2 farther addes,that re- 
ligion and policy dies and alters with them. The ‘Gentiles gods, hee faith 
were expelled by Conffantine,and together with them, Imperts Romani maje- 
fla,e fortuna, interit, cr profligate eff; The Fortune and Majefty of the Ro- 
man Empire, decayed and vanifhed, as that Heathen in * <™/nutins former- 
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ly bragged when the Zewes were overcome by the Romans,the lewes god was 
likewife captivated by that of Rome, and Rabfakehto the Ifraelites, no god 
fhould deliver them out of the hands of the Affyrians. But thefe paradoxes 
of their power, corporeity, mortality, taking cf fhapes, tranfpofing bodies, 
and carnall copulations, are futficiently confuted by Zanch.cap.10.lib.4. Pe- 


reriwsinhis Comment, and Tota/tws queftions on the 6.of Gen. Th. 4 quin.- 


S. Auflin,Wierus,Th.Erafius, Delrio,Tom.2.lib.2. quaeft.29. Sebaftian _ui- 
chatlis, cap.2,.de [piritibus,D.Reinolds Lect.47. They may deceive the eyes 
of men,yet not take true bodies, or makea reall metamorphofis: butas G?- 
€0gna proves at large, they ares IMuforia cy preftigiatrices trans formationes, 
omnif.mag.lib.4.cap.4. meere illufions and cozenings, like that tale of Pafe- 
¢45 obulus in Suidas, or that of CZ utolicus, Mercuries fonne that dwelt in Per- 
naf{us,who got fo muchtreafure by cozenageand ftealth. His father c%zer- 
éury becaufe he could leave him no wealth, taught him many fine tricks to 
get meancs, * for he could drive away mens cattell, and if any purfued him, 
turne them into what fhapes he would, and fo did mightily inrich himfelfe, 
hoc afta maximam pradam eft adfequutus, Thisno doubt isas trueas the reft; 
yet thus much in general, Thomas, Durand,and others grant that they have 
underftanding farre beyond men,can probably conjecture,and * foretell ma- 
ny things; they can caufe and cure moft difeates, deceive our fenfes, they 
have excellent skill in all Arts and Sciences : andthat the moft illiterate Di- 
vell is Quoves homine {cientior, asi Cicogna maintaines out of others. They 
know the vertues of Hearbs,Plants, ftones,Mincrals,&c. Of all C reatures, 
Birds, Beafts, the foure Elements, Starres,Planets,can aptly apply and make 
ule of themasthey fee good, perceiving the caufes ofall Meteors, and the 
like: Dant fé coloribus(as* 4 uftin hath it) accommodant [e figuris adherent fo- 
mt, {ubjiciunt fe odoribus, infundunt Se faporibus, omnes fen{us etiam iplam in- 
telligentiam demones fallunt, they deceive all our fenfes; even our underftan- 
ding it felfe at once. * They can produce miraculous alterations inthe ayre, 
and moft wonderfull effets, conquer armies, give victories, helpe, further, 
hurt,croffe and alter humane attemptsand projets (Dei permiffu)as they fee 
goodthemfelves. * When Charles the great intended to make a channel] 
betwixt the Rhene and Danubius, looke what his workmen did in the day , 
thefe {pirits flung downe in the night,vt conatu Rex defifteret, pervicere.Such 
feats canthey doe. But that which Bodine l1b.4..Theat.nat. thinks, (follow- 
ing Tyrivs belike and the Platonifts)they can tel the fecrets of a mans heart, 
aut cogitationes hominum, is moft falfe; his reafons are weake,and fofficient- 
ly contuted by Zanch. lib.4.¢4p.9. Hierom.lib.2. com.in Mat. adcap.1s. Ud- 
thanafius quaft.27. ad A ntiochum Principem,and others: 

As for thofeorders of good and bad Devils,which the Platonifts hold, is 
altogether erroneous, and thofe Ethnicks boni and mali Genii, are to be ex- 
ploded : thefe heathen writers agreenotin this point amongft themfelves,as 
Dandinus notes, An fint * mali non conveniunt, {ome will have all fpirits good 
or badtous by amiftake,as ifan Oxe or Horfe could difcourfe,he would f 
the Butcher was his enemy becaufe he killed him, the Grafier his friend be- 
caufe he fed him; an Hunter preferves and yet kils his game, and is hated ne. 
vertheleffe of his games mec pifcatorem pifcts amare poteft,crc. But lamblicus, 
Plelus, Plutarch,and moft Placonifts acknowledge bad, ¢ ab corum malefi- 
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ciis cavendum, for they are enemies of man-kinde j anid this Plato \eat ned 1A 
Aigypt, thatthey quarelled with Iupitersand were * driven by him down to 
hell. That which * Apuleius, Xenophon, and Plato contend of Socrates Damo- 
nium,is mot abfurd : That which Plotinus of his, that he had likewile Deum 
pro Demonio . and that which Porphiry concludes, of them all in general, if 
they be negleéted in their facrifice they are angry say more,asC ardan in his 
Hipperchea will, they feed on mens foules, Elementa funt plantis elementum, 
animalibus plante, hominibus animalia , erunt cy homines altis, non autem diis, 
minis enimremota eft eorum natura a nofira quapropter damonibus : and fo be- 
like that we have fo many battels fought in all ages,countries,is to rake them 
a feaft, and their fole delight : but to returne to thatI faid before, if difplea- 
fedthey fietand chafe, (for they feed belikeon the foules of beafts, as wee 
doe ontheir bodies) and fend many plaguesamongft us; but if pleafed, then 
they doe much goodsis as vaine as the reft,and confuted by Auftin lib.9.¢.8. 
de Civ. Dei.Enfeb.lib.4.prepar.Evang.c.6.and others. Yet thus much I finde, 
that our School-men and other! Divines make nine kindes of bad Spirits, as 
Dionyfius hath done of Angels. Inthe firft ranke are thofe falfe gods of the 
Gentiles, which were adored heretofore in feverall Idols, and gave Oracles 
at Delphos and elfe-where;whofe Prince is Beelzebub. The fecond ranke is of 
Lyars,and A.quivocators,as Apollo, Pythius and the like. The third are thofe 
veffels of anger,inventers ofall mifchiefe; as that Thewtus in Plato ; Efay cals 
them veffelsof fury;their Prince is Belial. The fourthare malicious reven- 
ging Devils;and their Prince is 4/modaus.The fift kinde are cozeners,fuch as 
belong to Magicians and Witches;their Prince is Satan. The fixtare thofe 
aériall devils that! corrupt the aire and caufe plagues,thunders, fiers, &c.{po- 
ken ofinthe Apocalyps,and Paul to the Ephefians names them the Princes of 
the ayre; Merefinis their Prince. The feventh is a deftroyer, Captaine of the 
Furies, caufing warres,tumults, combuttions, uproares, mentioned in the 
Apocalypss and called Abaddon, The eight is that accufing or calumniating 
Devill,whom the Greekes call asdonG-, that drives mento defpaire. The 
ninth are thofe tempters in feverall kindes,and their Prince is Mammon. Pfel- 
lus makes 6.kindes,yet none above the Moon: Wierus in his Pfeadomonar- 
chia Damonis, out ofan old booke,makes many more divifions ahd fubordi- 
nations,with their feverall names, numbers, offices, &c. but Gazeus cited by 
™ Lipfiws will haveall places fullof Angels, Spirits, and Devils, above and 
beneath the Moone, xtheriall and aériall,which Auflin cites out of Varro lib. 
7.de Civ.Dei cap.6.The caleftiall Devils above,and aériall beneath or as fome 
will,gods above, Semidez,or halfe gods beneath, Lares, Heroes, Genit, which 
clime highet,ifthey lived well,as the Stoicks held;but grovell onthe ground 
as they were bafer in theinlives,nearer to the earth: and are Mazes, Lemures, 
Lawmia,gc.° They will haveno place void but all ful! of Spirits, Devils, or 
fome otherinhabitants; PlenumCalum, acer, aqua, terra, cy omnia [ub terra, 
faithe Gazeus; though Azthony Rufcain his Booke de Inferno, lib. 5.cap. 7. 
would confine them to the middle Region, yet they will have them every 
where, Not fo muchas an haire breadth empty in heaven, earth, or waters, 
above or under the earth. The aire is not fo full of fliesin fummer, as it isat 
all times of invifible Devils: thiss Paracel/us ftiffely maintaines, and that 
they have every one their feverall Chaos, others will have infinite worlds, 
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and each world his peculiar Spirits, Gods, Angels, and Devils to governe, 
and punifh it. 
Singula™ nonnalli credunt quog, {ydera poffe 
Dici orbes, terramg, appellant [ydus opacum, 
Cut minimus divum prafit 
 Gregerius Tholofanus makes feven kindes of etheriall: Spirits or Angels, 
according to the number of the feven Planets, Saturnie, Jovial, Martial, of 
which Cardan difcourfeth 1ib.20.defubtil. hee cals them fubflantias primas, 
Olympicos demones. Tritenins qui prefunt Zodiaco,cyc.and will have them to 
be good Angels above, Devils beneath the Moon, their feverall names and 
offices he there fets down,and which Diony/ivs of Angels,will have feverall 
{pirits for feverall countries,men,offices : &c. which live about them,and 2s 
fo many affifting powers caufe their operations, will have ina word,inoume- 
rable, as many of them as there be Starres in the Skies. * afarcilius Ficinus 
feems to fecond this opinion, out of P/ato,or from himfelfe,I know not, (till 
ruling theirinferiours, asthey doe thofe under them againe, all fubordinate, 
and theneareft tothe earth rule us, whom we fubdivide into sood and bad 
angels, call Gods or Devils, as they helpe or hurt us, and fo adore love or 
hate) but itis moft likely from Plato,for he relying wholly on Socrates, quem 
mori potius quam mentiri voluilfe (cribit out of Socrates authority alone,made 
nine kindes of them : which opinion belike Socrates tooke from Pythagoras, 
and he from 7 rifmegiftus, he from Zoroaftes firttGod, fecondly Idex, 3. In- 
telligences,4.Arch-angels, 5.Angels,6.Devils, 7. Heroes, 8.Printipalities, 
9:Princes : of which fome were abfolutely good, as Gods, fome bad, fome 
indifferent inter deos & homines as heroes and demones which ruled men,and 
were called geniz,or as* Proclus and Iamblicus will,the middle betwixt God 
and men, Principalities and Princes; which commanded and {wayed Kings 
and countries;and had feverall places in the Spheares perhaps, for as every 
{pheare is higher, fo hath it more excellent inhabitants: which belike is that 
Galilews a Galileo,and Kepler aimes atin his nuncio Syderio, when he will have 
Saturnine and Jovial inhabitants: And which Tycho Brabe doth in fome 
fort touch or infinuate in one of his Epiftles : but thefe things * Zanchius jutt- 
ly explodes, cap.3.lib.4.P. Martyrin 4.Sams28. 

Sothat according to thefe men,the number of xtheriall Spirits muft needs 
be infinite: For if that bee true that fome of our Mathematicians fay :. ifa 
{tone could fall from the ftarry heaven, ot eight Spheare, and thould paffe 
every hourean hundred miles, it would be 65 yeares, Or more, beforeit 
Would come to ground, by reafon of the great diftance of heaven from earth, 
which containes as {ome fay 170 Millions 80 3 miles, befides thofe other 
heavens, whether they bee Chriftalline or watery which Waginus addes, 
which peradventure holds'as much more. how many fuch {pirits may it con- 
taine ¢ And yet for all this" Thomas; Albertus,and moft hold that there bee 
farremore Angelsthan Devils. ab 
_ But be they more or leffe, Qued fupra nos nihil ad nos. Howfoever as Mar- 
tidnus foolifhly fuppofeth, e4therii Demones non curant res humanas, the 
care not for us,doe not attend our a@ions, or looke forus, thofe xtheriail 
{pirits have other worlds to raigne in belike or bufineffeto follow. Weare 
oncly now to fpeake inbriefe of thefe fublunary Spiritsor Devils: for the 
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reft, our Divines determine that the Devill had no power over itarres, or 
heavens ; Carminibus clo poffunt deducere lunaw, (°C. Thofe are pocéticall 
fictions, and that they can ¥ fiftere aquam fluvits,> vertere [ydera retro, OC. 
as Canidiain Horace, tis allfalfe. * They are confined untill the day of judge- 
ment, to this fublunary world,and can worke no farther than the foure Ele. 
ments, and as God permits them. Wherfore of thefe fublunary Devils, 
though others divide them otherwife according to their feverall places and 
offices, Pfelius rnakes fixe kindes, fiery, aériall, terreftriall,watery, and fub- 
terranean Devils,befides thofe Fairies,Satyrs, Nymphs, &c. 

Fiery {piritsor devils are fuchas commonly worke by blazing Starres, 
Firedrakes,or Igaes fatuts which lead men often. in flumina, aut pracipitia, 
faith Bedine, lib. 2.Theat natura fol.221.Quos ingquit arcere fi volunt viatores, 
clara voce Deum appellare aut pronam facieterram contingente adorare oportet, 
cy hoc Amuletum majoribus nofiris acceptum ferredebemus, cc. likewile they 
counterfeit Sunnes and Moones, Starres oftentimes, and fit on Ship Maftss 
In navigiorum [ammitatibus vifuntur; and are called Diofcuri,as Eufebius lib. 
contra Philofophos cap.48. informeth us, out of the authority of Zenophaness 
or little Clouds ad motums ne[sio quem volantes 5 which never appeare, faith 
Cardan,but they fignifie fome mifchiefe or other to come unto men,though 
fome againe will have them to pretend good, and victory to that fide they 
come towards in Sea-fights,Saint E/mes fires they commonly call them,and 
they doe likely appeare afreraSea ftorme ; Radzivilius the Polonian Duke 
calsthis apparition, Sancti Germani fydus; and faith moreover that hee faw 
the fame after or ina ftorme, as he was fayling,15 82, from Alexandria to 
Rhodes. Our Stories are full offuch apparitions in all kindes. Some thinke 
they keep their refidence in that Hec/a,a mountaine in J/land, Aitma in Sicely, 
Lypera, Vefavius,evc. Thefe Devils were worfhipped heretofore by that fu- 
perftitious Mvermrlues and the like. 

Aériall Spirits or Devils, are fuch as keep quarter moft part in the? aire, 
caufe many tempefts, thunder, and lightnings, teare Oakes, fire Steeples, 
Houfes,ftrike men and beafts, make it raine ftones,asin Livies time, Wooll, 
Froggs, &c. Counterfeit Armies inthe aire;ftrange noyfes,fwords,&c.as at 
Vienna, before the comming,of the Turkes,and many times in Rome, as Sche- 
retzius lib.de ppect.cap.1.part.1. Lavater de (hect.part.1. cap.17. Iulius Obfe- 
quens,an old Romas, in his booke of prodigies, 4b arb. cond. 505. Machia- 
vel hath illuftrated by many examples, and Tofephus in his Booke de bello I#- 
daico, before the deftruétion of Ierufalem. All which Guil. Poffellus inhis 
firft booke cap. 7.de orbis concordia wleth as aneffectuall argument (as indeed 
it is)to perfwadethem that will not beleeve there be Spirits or Devils. They 
caufe whirlewindes ona fudden, and tempeftuous ftormes ;_ which though 
our Metereolagifts generally referre to naturalk caufes, yet Lam of Bodines 
minde, Theat. Nat.lib.2.they are more often caufed by thofe 2ériall devils, in 
their feverall quarters; for, Tempe/tatibus (¢ ingerunt,faith * Rich, Argentines 
as whé a defperate manmakes away himielf,which by hanging or drowning 
they frequently doe, as Kornmannus obferves, de mirac.mort part.7.cap.76- 
tripudinm agentes, dancing and rejoycing at the death of a finner. Thefe 
cancorrupt the Aire,and caufe plagues, fickneffe,ftormes, fhipwracks, fires, 
inundations. At (Mons Draconis in Italy;there isa moft memorable exam- 
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plein * Jovianus Pentan#s - And nothing fo tamiliay (if wee may beleeve 
thofe relations of Saxe Grammaticus, Olaus Magnus, Damianus A-Goes 
as for Witches and Sorcerers, in Lapland, Lityania, and allover Scandia, 
to fell windes to Marriners, and caufe tempefts,which catarcys Paulus 
the Venetian relates likewife of the Tartars. Thefe kinde of Devils are 
much ¢ delighted sin Sacrifice, (faith Perphiry ) held all the world in 
awe, and had feverall names, Idols, Sacrifices, in Rome, Greece, icy pt, 
and at this day tyrannize over , and deceive thofe Ethnicks, and Indians, 
being adored and worfhipped for * gods. For the Gentiles gods were De- 
vils (as * Trifmegiftws contefleth inhis 4 [clepius) and hee himfelfe could 
make them come to their Images by Magicke {pels : and are now as much 
refpected by our Papifts (faith £ Picforius) under the name of Saints. Thefe are 
they which Cardan thinks, defire fo much carnal] copulation with Witches, 
(Tncabi and Succubi) transforme bodies, and are fo very cold, if they betou- 
ched; & that ferve Magicians. His father had one of them (as he is not atha. 
med to relate 8 )an aériall devill bound to him for twenty and eight years. As 
Agrippa s dogge had a devill tyed to his coller; fomethinke that Paracellus 
Corelle Era/tus belieshim) had one confined to his {word pummell; others 
Weare them in Rings, &c.Janaes and Iambres did many things of oldby their 
helpe; Simon Magus Cinops, Apollonius Tianeus, lamblicus,and Tritemius of 
late, that fhewed Maximilian the Emperour his wife, after fhe was dead; Et 
verrucam tn colle ejus (faith * Godelman) fo much as the Wart in her necke, 
Delrio lib.2.hath diversexamples of their feats: Cicogna lib.3.cap.3.and Wi- 
érus in his Booke de praftig.demonum,Boi(fardus de mags < veneficts. 
Water-devils are thofe Naiades or water Nymphs, which have beene 
heretofore converfant about Waters and Rivers. The water (as Paracel(us 
thinks) is their Chaos,wherein they live;fomecall them Fairtes,and fay that 
Habundjais their Queene; thefe caufe Inundations, many times fhipwracks, 
and deceive men divers wayes, as Succuba, or otherwife, appearing moft 
part (faith Tritemixs)in womens fhapes. Paracelfus hath feverall ftories of 
them that have lived and beene married to mortal! men, and fo continued 
for certaine yeares with them, and after, upon fome diflike, have forfa- 
kenthem. Such aone was Ageria, with whom Numa was {fo familiar, Dia- 
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ua,Ceres,er¢. * Olaus Magnus hatha long narration of one Hotherus a King , Libs 


of Sweden, that having loft his company, as he was hunting one day, met 
with thefe water Nymphs or Fairies, and was feafted by them; and Heéfor 
Botthius,of Aackbeth, and Banco, two Scottith Lords, that asthey were 
wandring in the Woods, had their Fortunes told them by three ftrange wo- 
men. Tothefe heretofore they did ufeto facrifice, by that udpoucrTie, Or di- 
vination by waters.

hymphes, Foliots, Fairies ,Robix goodfellowes, Trulli,érc. whichas they are mem excuba- 


moft converfant with men, fo they dee them moft harme. Some thinke it 
was they alone that kept the Heathen people inawe of old,and had fo many 
Idols and Temples erected tothem. Of this range was Dagon amoneft the 
Philiftines, 8e/ amongft the Babylonians, Affartes amongit the Sydonians, 
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red with much fuperftitionwith {weeping their houfes,and fetting ofa paile 
of cleane water, gdod vidtuals,and the like,and then they fhould not be pin- 
ched, but finde money in their fhooes,and be fortunate in their enterprizes. 
Thefe are they that dance on Heathes and Greens,as = Lavater thinkes, with 
Tritemius,and as* Olaus Magnus addes, leave that greene circle, which we 
commonly findein plaine fields, which others hold to proceed from a Me- 
teor falling, or fome accidentall rankneffe ofthe ground,fo Nature {ports 
her felfe; they are fometimes feene by old womenand children. Hzerom. 
Pauli: in his defcription to the City of Bercinoin Spaine, relates how they 
have beene familiarly feen neare that towne,about fountaines and hils; Nov- 


pungnam (faith Tritemins in [1a latibula montium fimpliciores homines ducant, 
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frupenda pair antibus oftendentes miracula, nolarum fonitus.fpectacula,e>c. Giral- 


dus Cambrenfis gives inftance in a Monke of Wales that was fo deluded. ° Pa- 
racel{us reckons up many places in Germany ,wherethey doe ufually walkein” 
little coats, fome two foot long. A bigger kinde there isof them,called with 

us Hobgoblins and Robin Goodfellewes that would inthofe fuperftitions umes, 
grinde corne fora meffe of Milke, cut wood, or doe any manner of drudge- 
ry worke. They would mend old Irons in thofe e£olian Iles of Lypara, in 
former ages,and have beene oftenfeeneand heard. ? Fholofanus cals them 
Trultos and Getulos.and faith, that in hisdayes they were common in many 
places of France. Dithmarus Bleskenius in his defcription of //land, reports 
for acertainty, that almoft in every family they have yet fome fuch familiar 
foititss & Felix Maleolus in his book de crudel.demon.atarmes as much,that 
thefe Trolli,or Telchines, are very common in Norwey, ands [eene to doe dritd- 
gery morke; to draw water, faith Weerss lid.1 cap.22.drefle meat,or any fuch 
thing. “Another fort of thefe there are, which frequent forlorne * houfes; 
which the Italians call Foliots, moft part.innoxious, * Cardan holds; They 
willmake flrange noy[es in the night, howle fometimes pittifully, and then laugh 
againe, can(e great flame and {udden lights, fling fones, rattle chaines, fhaver 
menopen doores,and [hut them, fling downe platters, flooles, chefts, fometime ap- 
peare inthe likneffe of Hares, Crowes, blacke Dogges,cre. of which read ! Per... 
Thyraus the Jefuite in his Tract. de locus infeftispart.1.cap.1.@ cap. 4. who 
will have them to bee Devils, or the foules of damned men that feeke re- 
venge,or elfe foules out of Purgatory that feek eafe;for fuch examples per- 
ule * Sigifmundus Scheretzius libde (pectris,part.1.c.1.which he faith he took 
out of Luther moft part; there be many inftances. » Plinivs fecundus remem- 
bers fitch a houfe at Athens, which Athenodorus the Philofopher hired, 
which no mandurft inhabit for feare of Devils. Auftin de Civi. Dei.ib.22. 
cap.8. relatesas much of Hefperizs the Tribunes houfe at Zabedaneare their 
City of #ippos,vexed with evill fpirits, to his great hinderance, Cum afflicti- 
onc animalium & fervorum (uorum.

Thefe kinde of De- 
vilsmany times appeareto men, and affright them out oftheir wits, fome- 
at x noone day, fometimes at nights,counterfeiting dead mens 
Ghofts, as that of Caligula, which (faith Suetonius) was feeneto walke in 
Lavinia's gavden,where his body was buried, fpirits haunted,and the houfe

Many families in Europe are {0 put in minde 
of their laft, by fuch predi@ions, and many men are forewarned (if we may 
beleeve Paracelfus) by familiar fpirits,in divers fhapesas Cockes, Crowes, 
Owles, which often hover about fick mens chambers, vel quia morientiuz 
feditatem (entiunt, as 2 Baracelus conjectures, > ideo [uper tectum infirmorum 
crocitant, becaufe they {mell a Coarfe; or for that (as ° Bernardinus de Bu- 
fis thinketh) God permits the Devill to appeare in the forme of Crows,and 
luch like creatures, to fearre fuchas live wickedly here on earth. A little be. 
fore Tallies death (faith Plutarch) the Crowes made a mighty noyfe abont 
him, tumultuofé per/trepentes, they pulled the pillow from under his head. 
Rob. Gaguinus hit. Franc. lib. §. telleth fuch another wonderfull ftory at 
the death of Iohannes de Monteforti a French'Lord »Ann0 1345.tanta Corvo- 
rum multitude edibus morientis infedit, quantam effe in Gallia nemo judicaffer.

The metall men 
in many places account it good lucke, a figne of treafure, ana rich ore when 
they fee them. Georgsus Agricola, in his booke de [ubterrancss animantibus, 
cap.37. reckons two more otable kindes of them , which hee cals + Getuli 
and Cobali, both are cloathed after the manner of Metall-men, and will many 
times imitate their workes. Their office, as Pictortus and Paracelfus thinke, is 
to keep treafurein the earth, thatit bee notall at once revealed; and befides, 
b Cicognaaverres,that they are the frequent caufes of thofe horrible Earth- 
quakes which often {wallow up, not onely honfes, but whole Ilands and Cities 3 
in his 3 booke cap.11. he gives many inftances. | 

The lait are converfant about the Center of the earth to torture the fouls 
of damned mento the day of Judgement, their egreffe and regretle fome 
fuppofe to bee about Atma, Hypara, Mons Hecla in Ifland, Verfuvin, 
Terra del Furego,cye. becaufe many fhreekes and fearfull cries are conti- 
ually heard thereabouts, and familiar apparitions of dead men,Ghofts and 
Goblins. |

ruines are the Devils banqueting difhes. By many temptations and feverall 
Engines,hee feekes to captivate our foules.The lord of lyes,faith * 4uflin,as 
heews deceivedhimfelfe, hee feekes to deceive others, the Ring-leader to all 
naughtineffe, as he did by Eve and Cain,Sodome,and Gomorah,{o would he 
doe by all the world.Sometimes he tempts by covetoufnefle,drunkennefle, 
pleafure, pride, &c.erres, dejects, faves, kils, protects,and rides {ome men, 
as they doe their hor{es. He ftudies our overthrow, and generally feekes 
our deftruétion; andalthough he pretend many times humane good, and 
vindicate himfelfe for a god, by curing of feverall difeafes, egris [anitatem, 
cy cacis lumine wfum reflituendo, as Auftin declares, lib.

Nero and Heliogabalus , Maxentins, and 
lulianus Apoftata, were never fomuch addied to Magick of old,as fome 
Oiour moderne Princes and Popes themfelves are now adayes. Erricus 
King of Sweden,had an* inchanted Cap, by vertueof which; and fome 
magicall murmur or whifpering termes he could command fpirits, trouble 
the ayre,and make the winde ftand which way hee would, infomuch that 
when there wasany great winde or ftorme,the common people were wont 
to fay, the King now had on his conjuring Cap. But {uch examples are 
infinite. That whichjthey can doe, is as much almoft as the devill him- 
felfe, who is ftill ready to fatisfie their defires, to oblige them the more un- 
to him. They can caufe tempefts,ftormes, which is familiarly practifed by 
Witchesin Norwey, I/land,as Lhave proved. They can make friends ene- 
mies, and enemies friends, by philters; > 7; urpescamores conciliare, enforce 
love, tell any man where his friends are, about what employed, thoughin 
the moft remote places; and if they will, * Bring their (weet hearts to them 
by night, upon aGoates backe flying in the ayre. Sigifmund Sheretzius, partir. 
cap. de fped. reports confidently, that he conferred with fundry fuch, that 
had been fo carried many miles,and that he heard Witches them {elves con- 
fefleas much;hurt,and infeét menand beafts, Vines, Corne, Cattle, Plants, 
make Women abortive, not to conceive, * barren, men and women unapt 
and waable, married and unmarryed, fifty feverall wayes, faith Bodine lib.2. 
cap.2. flic in the ayre, meet when and where they will, as Cicogna proves, 
and Lavat. de fpeé.part.2. cap.17. fleale young children out of their cradles, 
minifterio demonum, and put deformed in their roomes, whichwe call C hange.

1 Paracelfus is of opinion, that a Phy fitian without the knowledge of Starres, 
can neither underftand the cafe or cure of any difeafe, either of this, or Gout, 
not fo much as Tooth. ache; except he fee the peculiar geniture and Scheme of 
the party affected, And fox this proper malady, he will have the principal] 
and primary caufe of it proceed from the Heaven, 2fcribing more to Starres 
then humors, * and that the confteHation alone many times, produceth melan- 
choly, 
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choly, all other caufes fet apart. He gives inftance in Lunaticke perfons, that 
are deprived of their wits by the Moones motion; and inanother place, 


“referresall tothe Afcendent,and will have the true and chiefe caufe of it to 


be fought from the Starres. Neither is it his opinion only but of many Ga/e- 
nifisand Philofophers, though they not fo ftifly and peremptorily maintain 
as much. This variety of Melancholy-[ymptomes, proceeds from the Starres, 
faith £ agelanéthon - The moft generous melancholy, as that of 4uguftus, 
comes from the conjunction of Saturue and Iupiter in Libra :the bad,as that 
of Catilines fromthe meeting of Satwrneand the Moen in Scorpio, lovianus 
Pontanus in his 1o.booke,and 13. Chap. de rebus carleftibus , difcourfeth to 
this purpofe at large. Ex atra bile varit generantur morbi, oc. * bidelh| difeafes 
proceed from blacke choler, as it fhall be hot or colds and though it be coldiz 
its owne nature,yet it ws apttobe heated,as water may be made to boyle.and burne 
as bad as fire;or made cold as Ice : and thence proceed (uch variety of [ymptomes, 
[ome mad, fome folitary, forme laugh, fome rage, cee. The caufe of all which in- 
temperance, he will have chiefly and primarily proceed from the Heavens : 
“ from the pofition of Mars ,Saturne, and Mercury. His Aphorifi mes bee thefe, 
x Mercury inany geniture,if he {hall be found in Virgo or Pifces his oppofite figne, 
and that inthe Horo(cope, irradiated by thofe quartile afpects of Saturne or 
Mars, the childe {hall be madde or melancholy. Againe,y He that fhall have Sa- 
turne or Mars,the one culminating,the other inthe 4 .houfewhen he {hal be borne, 
hall be melancholy, of which he {hall be cured in time,if Mercury behold them, 
« If the Moone be in conjunction or oppofition at the birth time with the Sunne, 
Saturne or Mars, er in aquartile a[pect with theme malo cali loco, Leovitins 
addes) many difeafes are fignified, efpecially the Head and Braine us like to bees 
mil-affected with pernicious humsours , to be melancholy ,lunatick,or mad,Cardan 
addes,quarta luna natos ,Eclipfes, Earth-quakes. Garceus and Leovitins will 
have the chiefe Judgement to bee taken from the Lord of the geniture, or 
when thereis no afpeat betwixt the moone and Mercury, and neither behold 
the Horofcopesor Saturneand Mars fhall be Lord of the precedent conjundi- 
on or oppofition in Sagittary or Pifces, of the Su#ne or Moone, fuch perfons 
are commonly Epilepticke,dote, Damoniacall, Melancholy : but fee more 
of thefe Aphorifmes intheabovenamed Pontanus.

In generall they conclude all, that if Saturnes 
mountbe full of many {mall lines and interfeCtions, s fuch men are moff part 
melancholy, mi fcrable,and full of difquietneffe,care and trouble, continually vex- 
ed with anxious and bitter thoughts alway forrowfull fearefull, (ufpitious s they 
delight in husbandry buildings, pooles,Marhes. (brings woods walkes cc. Thad- 
aceus Haggefins in his (Metopofcopia,hath certaine Aphorifmes derived from 
Saburnes)ines in the foreshead, by which he collects a melancholy difpofi- 
tions and * Baptsfta Porta makes obfervations from thofe other parts of the 
body, as ifafpor be over the fpleene; ior in the nailes, if it appeare blacke. it 
fignifieth much care, criefe,contention,and Melancholy; T he reafon he referres 
to the humours,and gives inftance in himfelfe,that for feven yeares {pace hee 
had fuch blacke {pots in his nailesjand all that while was in perpetuall Law- 
futes,controverfies for his inheritance, feare, lofle of honour , banifhment, 
griefe,care,&c.and when his miferiesended, the black { pors vanifhed. Car- 
dan in his booke de libris propriis, cels fuch a tory of his owne perfon, that 
a little before his fonnes death, he had a black {poot,which appeared in one of 
his nailes.; and delated it felfeas hee came nearer tohis end.

Seleucus had an anchor on his thigh, fo had his pofterity,as Trogus records 
lib.15. Lepidus in Pliny lib.7 cap. 17. Was purblinde, fo was his fonne. That 
famous family of e£nebarbi, were knowne of old; and fo furnamed from 
theirred beards, the 4u/frian lip, and thofe Zudians flat nofes are propaga- 
ted, the Bavarian chinne, and goggleeyes amongft the Jewes, ast Buxtor- 
fis obfetves; their voyce, pace, gefture, lookes,is likewife derived with al] 
the reft oftheir conditions and infirmities; fucha mother, fucha daughter: 
their very Yaffeions Lemnius contends to follow their feed,and the malice and 
bad conditions of children are many times whoky to be imputed to their parents ; 
Ineed not therefore make any doubt of Melancholy, but that it is an he- 
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reditary difeafe, * Paracel(us in expreffe words aflirmes it /:6.de morb.amen- 
tium To. 4. Tr. 1. fo doth’ Crato in an Epiftle of his to Menaviws. So 
doth Bruno Seidelins in his booke de morboincurab. <Aontaltus proves Cap,

together. Lodovicus Mercatus, a Spanith Phifitian, in that excellent Tract, 
which he hath lately written of hereditary difeales Tom. 2.oper.lib.5.reckons 
up Leprofie, as thofe 4 Galbots in Gafcony, hereditary Lepers, Poxe, Stone, 
Gout, Epilepfie, &c. Amongft the reft, this and Madneffe after a fet time 
comes tomany, which hecalsa miraculous thing in nature, and fticks for e- 
ver tothem asan incurable habite. And that which ismore to be wondred 
at, it skips in fome families the father,and goes to the fonne,) or takes every o- 
ther, and fometimes every third in a lineal difcent, and doth not alwayes produce 
the fame,but (ome like and a{ymbolizing difeafe. Thefe fecundary caufes hence 
derived, are commonly fo powerfull, that (as © Wolphius holds) [epe mutant 
decreta {yderum, they doe often alter the primary caufes, and decrees of the 
heavens. For thefe reafons belike the Churchand common- wealth, humane 
and divine lawes, have confpired to avoid hereditary difeafes, forbidding 
fuch marriages as are any whitallyed; andas Mercatus advifeth all families, 
totake fuch, fj fleri po/sit qua maxime diftant natura, and to make choice of 
thofe that are moft differing in complexion from them; if they love their 
owne, and refpeét the common good. And fure, I thinke, it hath beene or 
dered by Gods efpeciall providence, that in all ages there fhould be(as ufual- 
ly there is) once in 4 600 years, a tran{migrationof Nations, toamend and 
purifie their blood, as wealter feed upon our Land, and that there fhould be 
as it were an inundation of thofe Northerne Geathes and Vandales, and 
many fuch like people which came out of thatContinent of Scandia,and Sar- 
matia (asfome fuppofe) and over-sanne as a deluge, moft parts of Europe 
and _4frick,to alter for our good, our complexions, which were much des 
faced with hereditary infirmities, which by our luft and intemperance wee 
had contracted. A found generation of {trong and able men were {ent a- 
mongft us,as thofe Northerne men ufually are innocuous, free from riot, & 
free from difeafes; to qualifie and make us asthofe poore naked Indians are 
generally at this day; andthole about Brafile(as a late * Writer obferves) in 
the [fle of Maragnan, free from all hereditary difeafes, or other contagion, 
whereas without ‘helpe of Phyficke they live commonly 120 yeares or 
more; as in the Orchadesand many other places. Such are the common 
effects of temperance, and intemperance; but I will defcend to particulars, 
and Shew by what meanes, and by whom efpecially this infirmity ts derived 
unto US.

There be of them too that familiarly 
drink* falt Sea-water,all their lives,eate * raw meat,graffe,and that with de- 
light. With fome, Fifh, Serpents, Spiders ; and in divers places they r eate 
mans flefhraw, androfted, even the Emperour 4 Metazuma himfelfe. In 
fome coafts againe, ‘one tree yeelds them Coquernuts, meat and drink, 
fire, fuell, apparell; with his leaves, oyle, vinegar, cover for houfes,&c.and 
yct thefe men going naked, feeding courfe,live commonly roo. yeares, are 
feldome or never fick ; all which diet our Phyfitians forbid. In Weftphaling 
they feed moft part on fat meats. and wourts, knuckle deep, and call it cere- 
brum Iovis : inthe Low countries with roots, in Ztaly Frogs and Snailes are 
ufed. The Turkes, faith Busbequius, delight moft in fryed meats. In Muf- 
covy, Garlick and Onyonsare ordinary meat and fauce, which would be 
pernitious to fuch as are unaccuftomed untothem,delightfome to others;and

labour,can eat fat bacon, falt groffe meat, hard cheefe,&c. (4 dura wee(forum 
sia) courfe bread at all times, goe to bed and labour upon a full ftomack, 
which to fome idle perfons would be prefent death, and is againft the rules 
of Phyfick; fo that cuftomeis allin all.

Mentanus 
confil.1 37. faith they over-heat the liver.Joh.Struthinus, Stigmat.artis, lib. 4. 
cap.9. contends, * that if one flay longer than ordinary at the Bathe, goe in too 
oft, or at un[eafonable times, hegutrifies the humours sn his body. To this ptr- 
pofe writes cAagninus lib. 3. Cap.5. Guianerins Tract.15.cap.21. utterly dif. 
allowesall hot baths in melancholy aduft. ! 7 /aw (faith he)a man that labou- 
red of the Gout who te be freed of his malady, came to the Bathe, and was inftante 
ly cured of his difeafe; but get another worfe, and that was Madneffe. But this 
judgement varies as the humor doth, in hot or cold: Baths may be good for 
one Melancholy man,bad for another : that which will cure itin this party,

Phlebotomy , many times neglected, may doe much harmetothe body, 
when there is a manifeft redundance of bad humors,and melancholy bloods 
and when thefe humors heatandboyle, if this be not ufed in time, the par- 
ties affected, fo inflamed, are in great danger to be mad ; but if it be unadvi- 
fedly, impormanety immoderately ufed, itdoth as much harm by refrigera- 
ting the body,dulling the f{pirits,and confuming them : as Joh.™ Curioin his 
10.Chap.well i al kinde of letting blood doth more hurt chart 
good: " the humors rage much more than they hid before, and is fofar from a-

vers. Leander Albertus pleads hard for the Aire and fite of Venice, though 
the black moorifh fands appear at every low water;the Sea, Fire,and Smoak 
(as he thinks) qualifiethe Aire :and "= fome fuppofe,that a thick fogey ayre 
helps the memory, as in them of Pifain Italy; and our Camden out of Plato 
commends the {ite of Cambridge, becaule itis fo neere the Fennes. But, let 
the fice of fuch places beasit may, how can they be excufed that have a de. 
licious feat, a pleafant aire, and all that nature can afford, and yet through 
their own nattineffe-and fluttifhneffe,immund,and fordid manner of life, fuf- 
fer their aire to putrifie,and themfelves to be choaked up? Many Cities in 
Turkie doe male audire in this kind: Conftantinopile it felf, where commonly 
carrion lies inthe ftreet. Some find the fame fault in Spaine, even in Uadrit 
the Kings feat,a moft excellent ayre,a pleafant fite ; but the inhabitants aré 
flovens, and the ftreets uncleanly kept. :

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order) keepe perpetuall filence, never'goe abroad. Such as live in prifon, or 
fome defart place, and’ cannot have: company, as many of our Countrey 
Gentlemen doe in folitary houfes, they muft either be alone without com- 
panions, or live beyond their means,and entertaine all commersas fo many 
hoftes; or elfe converfe with their fervants and hindes, fuch as are unequall, 
inferiourto them; and of acontrary'difpofitions orelfe as fome doe, to a- 


‘void folitarineffe, {pend their time with lewd fellowes in Tavernes, and in 


Ale-houfes, and thence addi&themfelves to fome unlaw full difports,or dif- 
folute courfes. Divers againe are caft upon this rock of folitarineffe for want 
ofimednes, or out of aftrong ethers of fome infirmity, difgrace, or 
through bafhfulnefle, rudeneffe, fimplicity, they cannot applic themfelves 
toothers‘company. Nalum folum infalicé gratiws folitudine, ubi nullus (it qui 


_ miferiam exprabret; this enforced folitarinefle takes place, and produceth 


his‘ cffe& fooneft in-fuch as have: {pent theirtime jovially peradventure, 
inall honeft recreations,in good company,in fome great family or populous 


_Gity,and areupoma fudden confined to a defart countrey Cottage farre off, 


reftrained of their liberty,and barred from their ordinary affociates; folitari- 
nefie is very irkefometo'fuch, mofttedious,anda fudden caufe of great in- 
convenience. ANIM 


Voluntary folitarineffe is that\which is familiar with Melaneholy, and 


gently brings on likea Siten,a fhooing-horne, or fome Sphinx to this irre- 
vocable gulfe, fa primary caufe Psfo'cals it; moft pleafant itis at firft, to fuch 
as are melancholy given,toliein bedwholedayes and keep their chambers, 
to walke alone in fome folitary grove,betwixt wood and water,by abrooke 
fide,to meditate upon fore délishtfome and pleafant fubjea,which hall af- 
fect them moft; amabilisinfanin; and ments eratiSieus error’: A moft in- 
comparable delight, itis foro melaneholize,and build caftles in the ayre,to 
goe fmiling to themfelves;aing aninfinite variety of parts, which they fup- 
pofe,and {trongly imagine they repréfent; or' that they {ce adted or done; 
Blandz quidem ab initio faith Lemninejto conceiveand meditate of fuch plea« 
fant things, fometimes, * Prefent; puff or to come;as Rafis fpeakes. So delight. 
fome thefe toyes are at firft, they could {pend whole dayes and nights with- 
out fleep,eyen whole yeares aloneiin fuch contemplations, and phantatfticall 
meditationswhich are like unto dreames, and they will hardly bee drawne 
from them, or willingly interrupt; fo pleafant their vaine conceits are, that 
they hinder their-ordinary taskes and neceffary bufinefle ,’ they cannot ad- 
drefle themfélves to them or almoft to any ftudy or imployment, thefe 
phantafticall and bewitching’ thoughts, fo covertly,fo feélingly,{fo urgent- 
ly; fo continually fecupon, creep in, infinuate, pofleffe, overcome, diftrad, 
and detaine them,they cannot I fay goe about their more neceflary bufinefs, 
fiave off of extricate themfelves, but are ever mufing,melancholizing, and 


'\ eartyed along;as he (they fay) that is lead round about an heath with a Puck 
. inthe night, they rune earneftly on in this labarmth of anxious and folici- 





cous melatieholy meditations;and cannot well or willingly refraineor on 
leave off witiding and unwinding themfelves, as fo many clocks, and ftill 
pleafing ‘theis humours, untill at at the Sceaneis turned upon afudden, ‘by 


fone bad objed,and they being’ now habituated to fuch vaine meditations — 


and folitary places? an endure no' Company, can ruminate of nething but 
| | ' harfh 
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harfh and diftaftetull fabjeGts. Feare, forrow, fufpition, fabrufticus pudor, 
difcontent, cares, and wearinefle of life, furpize them in a moment, and they 
can thinke of nothing elfe, continually fufpecting, no fooner are theit eyes 
open, but thisinfernall plague of Melancholy feazethon them,and terrifies 
their foules,reprefenting fome difmall objec totheir mindes which now by 
no meanes,no labour, no. per{wafions they can avoid, beret lateri lethalis 
arundo, they may not be ridof it," they cannot refift. I may not deny but 
that there isfome profitable Meditation, Contemplation, and kinde of foli- 
tarinefle to be embraced, which the Fathers fo highly comended,* Hierome, 
Chryfoftome, Cyprian, Auftin, in whole Tracts, which Petrarch, Erafmus, 
Stella, and others, fo much magnifie in their books;a Paradife,an Heaven on 
earth, ifit be ufed aright, good for the body, and better for the Soule: As 
many of thofe old Monkes ufed it, to. divine contemplations, as Simulus a 
Courtier in C4 drians time,D yoclefias the Emperour retired themfelves, &c. 
inthat fenfe,Vatia falus {cit vivere,V atialives alone which the Romanes were 
wonttofay, whenthey commendedia Countrey life.Or to the bettering of 
their knowledge,as Democritus ,Cleanthes,and thofe'excellent Philofophers 
have ever done, to fequefter themfelves from the tumultuous world,orasin 
Plimies villa Laurentawa,Tullies Tufculane ,lovius ftudy, that they might bet- 
ter vacare fludiis ¢& Deo,feryve God and follow. their ftudies. Mee thinkes 
therefore out too zealous innovators were not fo well advifed in that gene- 
rall fubverfion of Abbies.and religious houfes, promifcuonfly to fling 
downe all, they might have taken away thofe grofleabufes crept in among ft 
them, rectified fuch inconveniencies,and notfofarreto have raved and raz 
ged againft thofe faire buildings, and everlafting monuments of our forefa- 
thers devotion, confecrated to pious wfes; fome Monafteriesand Collegiate 
Cels might have bee well fpared, and their revenewes otherwife em- 
ployed, here and there oné, in good townes or Cities at leaft, for men and 
women of allforts and céditions to'live in,to fequefter themfelves from the 
cares and tumults of the world, that were not defirous or fit to marry,or o- 
wile willing to be troubled with commonaffaires,and know not well where 
to beftow themfelves, to liveapart in, formore conveniency, good educa- 
tion, betrer company fake, to follow their ftudies\(I fay) tothe perfecti- 
on.of arts and {ciences common good;and as fome truly devoted Monkes of 
old had done; freely and truely to ferve God. For thefe men are neither foli: 
tary nor idle; as the Poet made anfwer to the husbandman in Bfop, that 
objected idleneffeto him; hee was never fo idleas in his company; or that 
Scipio Africanusiny Tullic,Nunquam minus folus, quam cum folus; nunyuam 
minus otiofus, quam quum effet otiofus never leffe folitary than when he was 
alone, never more bufic than when he feerned to bemoftidle, Itis reported 
by Plato in his dialogue de _Amore, in that prodigious commendation of 
Socrates, how a deep meditation comming into Socrates minde by chance;he 
ftood ftill mufing ,codem veftigio,cogitabundus; from morning to noone, and 
when as then hee had not yet finithed his meditation, perf-abat cogitans,he fo 
continued rill the evening; the Souldiers (for he then followed the Campe) 
obferved himiwith admiration, and on fet purpofe watched all night, ‘but 
he perfevered immoveable 4d exortum folis , till the Sunne rofe inthe mor- 
ing,and then faluting the Sunne, went his wayes. In.what humour conftant

pernicious to an other man;what intricate bufinefs might fo really poffeffe 


him, Icannoteafily gueffe; But this is otiofum otivm, it isfarre otherwife with 
thefe men, according to * Seneca, Onsnia nobis mala folitudo per{uadet, this 
folitude undoeth us, pugnat cumvita fociali; “tis a diftructive folitarinefle. 
Thefe menare Devils alone, as the faying is, Home folus aut Deus, aut De- 
mons aman alone iseither aSaint ora Devill, mens ejus aut languefcit, aut 
tume(cit; and * V2 (oli inthis fenfe, woe be to him that is foalone. Thefe 
wretches do frequently degenerate from men,and of fociable creatures be~ 
come beafts, monfters,inhumane,ugly to behold, -1ifanthropi ; they doe 
even loath themfelves, and hate the company of men, as fo many Tieous, 
NebuchadneXars; by too much indulging to thefe pleafing humours, and 
through their owne default. So that which Mercurialss confil.r1.fometimes 
expoftulated with his melancholy patient,may bejuftly applyed to every fo2 
licary and idle perfon in particular. « Natara de te videtur conquers polfe; ere: 
Nature may juftly complaine of thee, that whereas [he gave thee a good whole= 
fome temperature, a {ound body, and God hath given thee fodivine and excellent 
a Soule, {omany good parts, and pofitable gifts, thou haft not onely comtemned 
and rejeéted,but halt corruptedthem, pollated them, overthrowne their tempera. 
ture; and perverted thole gifts with riot, idlenc/fe, folitarine([e, and many other 
wayes, thou art atraitour to God and Nature, an enemy to thy felfe and to the 
world. Perditio twa ex te;thou hat loft thy felfe wilfully,caft away thy felfe, 
thou thy felfe art the efficient caufe of thine owne mifery, by not refifting {uch 
vaine cogitations but giving way untothem. | 1

4, Hat I have formerly faid of Exercife, I may now repeat of Sleep; 
) Nothing better that moderate fleepe nothing worfe than it, if it 
fA. be inextreames, orunfeafonably ufed. It isa received opinion, 
thata melancholy man cannot fleepe overmuch; Somnus fupra 
: modum prodeft,as an onely Antidote, and nothing offends them 
more, or caufeththis malady fooner, ‘than waking, yet in fome cafes flee 
may doemore harme than good, in that flegmatick, {winith, cold,and flug- 
gith melancholy,which Melanéthon {peaks of that thinkes of waters,fighing 
moft part, &c.9 It duls the Spirits,if overmuch, and fenfes, fils the head full 
of groffe humours, caufeth diftillations,rheumes, great ftore of excrements 
inthe braine,and all the other parts, as > Fuchfius {peaks of them, that fleep 
like fo many Dormice.Or if it be ufed in the day time,up6a full ftomack,the 
body ill compofed to reft,or after hard meats, it increafeth fearfull dreams, 
Tacubusnight walking, crying out,& much unquietneffe; fuch fleep prepares 
the body,as ‘one obferves, to many perilous difeafes. But as I have faid,wa- 
king overmuch, is both a fymptome,and an ordinary caulezt caufeth drineffe 
of the brain,frenfie,dotage,andmakes the body dry leane,hard, and ugly to. behold, 
as 4 Lemnius hath it. The temperature of the Braine ws corrupted by it, the lon

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| Pafsions and perturbations of the mind,how they caufe M elancholy. 


S that Gymnofophift in § Plutarch,made anfwer to Alexander, (de- 
manding which {pake beft) Every one ot his fellows did {peak 
better than the other : fo may I fay of thefe caufes sto him that 
fhall require which is the greateft, every one is more grievous 
than other,and this of Paffion the greateft of all. A’ moft fre- 

quent and ordinary caufe of Melancholy, fulmen perturbationum( Piccolom:- 

news calls it) this thunder and lightning of perturbation, which caufeth fuch 
violent and {peedy alterations in this our Microcofme, and many times fub- 
verts the good eflate and temperature of it. For as the Body works uponthe 
mind,by his bad humors,troubling the Spirits,fending groffe fumesinto the 
Braine ; and fo per confequens difturbing the Soule, andall the faculties of it; 
Corpus onuftum, 
| Heffernis vitis animum quad, pragravat.sna, 

with feare,forow,&c. which areordinary fymptomes-of this Difeafe : fo on 

the other fide, the mind moft effeCtually works upon the Body, producing 

by his paffions and perturbations,miraculous alterations ;as Melancholy ,de- 

Spaire,cruell difeafcs,and fometimes death it felfe. Infomuch,that itis moft 

true which Plato faith in hisCharmides + omnia corporis mala ab animé proce: 

dere ; all the» mifchiefes of the Body,proceed from the Soule:and Democri. 
ius in’ Plutarch urgeth, Damnatam iri animam a corpore,ifthe Body fhould in 
this behalfe, bring an ation againft the Soule, furely the Soule would be caft 
and convicted sthat by her fupine negligence, had caufed {ich inconvenien. 
ces, having authority over the Body, & ufing it for an inftrument,as a Smith 
doth his hammer (faith * Cyprian) imputing all thofe. vices and maladies to 
the Mind. Even fo doth?! Philoftratus , wen coinquinatur corpus, nificonfcnfu 
anime 5 the Body isnot corrupted, but by the Soule. Lodovitcus Vives will 
have fuch turbulent commotions proceed from Ignorance, and Indifcretion. 

All Philofophers impute the miferies of the Body to the Soule, that fhould 

have governed it better,by command of reafon, andhath not doncit. The 

Stoicks are altogether of opinion (as" Lipfiws; and» Piccolominews record ) 

thata wife man fhould be ¢=3/« without all manner of paffions and perturba- 

tions whatfoever, as Pp Sencca reports of Cate, the + Grecks of Socrates, and 

* Jo: Aubanus of a nationin /fricke, fo free from paffion, or rather fo ftupid, 

that if they be wounded with a fword, they will onely looke back. ! LaéZan- 

ius 2. inflit. will exclude feare from awife man: others exceptall.fome the 
i : M 2 ° ereatelt 
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sreatelt paffions, Butletthem difpute how they will, ferdowne in Thefi,give 
precepts tothe contrary; we finde that oft Lemnivs true, by common expe- 
riences No mortall man 1 free from thefe perturbations : Or if he be fo, fure he 
is either a God, ora blocke. They are borne and bred with us, wee have 
them from our parents by inheritance, 2 parentibus habemus mali hunc affem, 
faith PeleXins, Nafcitur una nobifcum, aliturg, , tis propagated from Adam, 
Caine was melancholy, * as 4u/fiz hath it,ana who ts not ¢ Good difcipline, 
Education,Philofophy,Divinity(I cannot deny) may mitigate and refiraine 
the fe paffions in fome few menat fome times, bur moft part they domineere 
and are foviolent, xthat as a torrent, ( torrens velut agere rupto) beares 
downe all before,and over-flowes his bankes, fRernit agros, flerit fata, they 
overwhelme reafon, judgement,and pervert the temperature of the body : 
Fertury equts auriga,nec audit currus habenas Now fuch a man(faithz Auffin) 
that is foledy in a wife mans eye, ts nobetterathan bee that flands upon hws head. 
Itisdoubted by fome,Graviore(ne morbia perturoationibns, an ab humoribus, 
whether humours or perturbations caufe the more’ grievous maladies. But 
wee finde thar our Saviour, CVat.26.41. moft truce, The fpirit w willing, the

fichh is weake, we cannotrefift: Andthis of * Philo Indaus, Perturbations of- 


ren offend the body, and are moft frequent canes of: M elancholy, turning it out of 
the hinges of his health. Vives compares them to b Windes upon the fea, [ome 
onely move asthofe great gales , but others turbulent quite overturne the hip. 

Thofe whiclware light,eafie,and more feldome,to our thinking, doeus little 

harme, and are therefore contemned of us: Yer ifthey be reiterated, ° as the 

raine Caith Auftin) doth a flone, {0 doe thefe pertarbations penetrate the minde : 

dand (as one ferves) produce an habit of Melancholy at the laff, which having 

cotten the maftery in our foules, may well be'called difeafes.’ * 

How thefe paffions produce this effect, © 4grippa hath handled at large, 
occult. Philof.lib.11.cap.6 3. Cardan lib.1 4. [ubtil. Lemuius lib. .c.12. de oc- 
cult. nat.mir. cp libr.cap.16. SuareX.qyget. difpat.18. fect .1. art. 25.7. Bright 
Cap.12.of his melancholy Treatife, Wright the Jefuite, in his booke of the paf- 
fions ofthe minde,&c:° Thusinbriefe. To our imegination commeth b 
the outward fenfe or memory ,fomeobjectto be known(refiding inthe fore- 
moft part of the braine) which hee mifconceiving or amplifying,prefently 
communicates to the heart, the feat ofall affections. The pure fpirits forth- 
with flock from the Braine to the Heart,by certaine fecret channels and fig- 
fifie what good or bad objet was prefented; f which immediately bends it 
felfe to:profecute, oravoid itsand withall, draweth with it other humours to 
helpeit : fo in pleafurejconcurre great ftoré of purer f{pirits;in fadnefie,much 
melancholy. blood;in ire, choller.If the Imagination be very apprehenfive, 
interit, and. violent, it fends great ftore of {pirits to, or fromthe heart,and 
makes adeeper impreflion, and greater tumult,.as the humours in the bod 
be tikewife prepared andthe temperatare it felfe ill or well difpofed,the paf- 
fions are longer and‘ftronger. So thatthe firft ftep and fountaine of all our 
grievances in this kinde,is 8 e/a Imaginatio,which mif-informing the Heart 
caufeth all thefe diftemperaturesjalreration and confufion of f{pirits and hu. 
mors. By meanesof which,fo difturbed ,concoionis hindred,and the prin- 


caufeth diflemperature of the body, g Spi-

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Cipall parts are much debilitated; as® D' Navarra well declared being con- 


faulted by Mentanus about a melancholy Jew. The fpirits fo confounded, the 


nourifhment muft needs be abated, bad humours increafed, crudities & thick 
fpirits ingendred with melancholy blood. The other parts cannot performe 
their functions, having the fpirits drawne fromthem by vehement paffion, 
but faile in fenfe and motion;fo wee looke upon a thing,and fee itnot;heare, 
‘and obferve not;which otherwife would muchaffea us, had wee been free. 
I may therefore conclude with! Arnoldus, Maxima vis eft phatafie, & huic 
ani fere, non autem corporis intemperici, omnis melancholia caufa eft afcriben- 
da: great isthe force of Imaginatien,and much more ought the caufe of Me- 
lancholy to be afcribed to this alone,then to the diftemperature of the body. 
Ofwhich Imagination, becaufe it hath {ogreata ftroke in producing this ma- 
lady, and is fo powerfull of it felfe, it will not be improper to. my dif- 
courfe, to make a bricfe Digreffion, and {peake of the force of it, and howit 
eaufeth this alteration. Which manner of Digreffion, howfoever fome dif. 
like, as frivolous andimpertinent, yet Iam of* Beroaldys his opinion, Sach 
Digrefions doe mightily delight andvefrefh a weary Reader, they are like fawee 
toa bad flomacke, and I doe therefore mot willingly ufe them. 


SUBSECT. 2. 
of the force of Imagination. 


4 Hat imagination is, I have fufficiently declared in my Digrefion 
~ of the Anatomie of the fodte.. willonly now pointat the wonder- 
full effects and power ofits which, as it iseminent in all , fo moft 
efpeeially it rageth inmelancholy perfons,in keeping the {pecies 
of objects folong, miftaking, amplifying ther by continuall and 
Kftrong meditation,untill at length it produceth in fome parties reall affe@s; 
caufeth this,& many other maladies. And although this P/aztafie of curs,be 
afubordinate faculty to reafon, and fhould be ruled by it,yet inmany men, 
through inward or outward diftemperatures, defe@ of Organs, which are 
unapt or hindered, or otherwife contaminated, it is likewifeunapt, hindred, 
and hurt. This we fee verified in fleepers, which by reafon of humours, and 
concourfe of vapourstroubling the Phantafie,imagine many times abfurd and 
prodigious things, and in fuchasaretroubled with Izcubus or Witch ridden 
(as we call it)if they lie on their backs,they fuppofe an old woman rides;4nd 
fitsfo hard upon them,that they are almoft ftifled for want of breath; when 
thereis nothing offends, but a concourfe of bad humours, which trouble the 
Phantafie. This is \ikewife evident in fuch.as walke in the night in their 
" fleep, and doe ftrange feats : ‘thefe-vapours move the Phantafie,the Phantafie 

the Appetite,which moving the animal {pirits, caufeth the body to walkeup 
and downe,as if they were awake. Fracaftorius lib.3.deintellect. referres all 
Extafies to this force of Imagination, fuch as lie whole dayes together ina 
trance : asthat Prieft whom ™ Celfus fpcakes ofthat could feparate himfelfe 
from his fenfes when he lift,and liclikea dead man, void of life and fenfe. 
Cardan brags of himfelfe, that he could doe asmuch, and that when he lift. 
Many times fich men whenthey come tothemfelves, tell ftrange things of 
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Heaven and Hell, what vifions they havefeene; as that S* Owen in Mathew 
Paris, that wentinto Saint Patricks Purgatory, and the Monke of Evesham 
in the fame Author. Thofecommon apparitions in Bede and Gregory, Saint 
Brigets revelations, Wier. lib. 3. de lamis cap.11.Cafar V anainus in his Dia- 
logves,&c. reduceth, (as I have formerly faid;)w' all thofe talesof Witches 
progreffes,dancing, riding, transformations, operations, &c. tothe force of 
" Imagination, and the° Devils illufions, The like effects almoft are to be 
feenc in fuchas areawake : How many Chimeras, Anticks, golden moun- 
tainesand Caftles inthe Aire doe they builduntothemfelves’ Iappeale to 
Painters, Mechanicians, Mathematicians.Some afcribe all vices toa falfe and 
corrupt Imagination, Anger,Revenge, Luft, Ambition, Covetoufnels,which 
preferres falihood,before that whichis right and good, deluding the Soule 
with falfe fhewes and fuppofitions. P Bernardus Penottvs will have herefie 
and fuperftition to proceed from this fountain ; as hee falfely imagineth, fo 
he beleeveth;and as hie conceiveth of it, fo it muft be, and it fhallbe, contra 
gentes he will have it fo. But moft efpecially in paffions and affections , it 
fhewes ftrangeand evident effects : what will not a fearfull man conceive in 
the darke ¢ what ftrange formes of Bugbeares, Devils, Witches, Goblins 2 
Lavater imputes the greateft caufe of fpetrums, and the like apparitions, 
to feare, which above all other paffions, begets the ftrongeft Imagination, 
(faith 9 Wierws) and fo likewife love, forrow,joy,&c. Some dye fuddenly,as 
fhe that faw her fonne come fromthe battell at Cavne, &c. Iacob the Patri- 
arke,by force of Imagination, made peckled Lambes, laying peckled roddes 
before his fheep. Perfina that Athiopian Queene in Heliodorus, by {eeing the 
picture of Perfews and Andromeda, in {tead of a Blackmoore, was brought to 
bed ofa faire white child. In imitation of whom belike, * an hard favoured 
fellow in Greece, becaufe he and his wife were both deformed, to get agood 
brood of children,elegantifiimas Imagines in thalamo collocavit,e>c. hung the 
faireft pictures he could buy for money in his chamber, that ha wife by fre- 
quent fight of them,might conceive and beare [uch children. Andif we may be- 
leeve Bale, oneof Pope Nicholas the thirds Concubines, by feeing of sa 
Beare, was brought to bed ofa monfter. Ifa woman (faith ! Lemnius) at the 
time of her conception, thinke of another man prefent, or abfent, the child will be 
like him, Great bellyed women, whenthey long,yeeld us prodigious exam= 
ples inthis kind, as Moles, Warts, Scarres, Harelips, Monfters, efpecially 
caufed in their children, by force of a depraved phantafie in them: Zp/azm fpe- 
cicm quam animo effigiat , fetuiinducit: fhe imprints that ftamp upon her 
childe,which fhe * conceives unto her felfe. And therefore Lodovicus Vives, 
lib.2.de Chrift fam.gives a {peciall caution to great bellied women," thatthey 
doe not admit [uch abfurd conceits and cogitations, but by all meanes avoid thofe 
horrible objects, heard or (cene, or filthie fpectacles. Some will laugh, weepe, 
figh,groane,bluth,tremble, fweat, at fuch things as are fuggefted unto them 
by their Imagination. Avicenna {peakes of one that could caft himfelfe into 
a Palfie when he lift;and fome can imitate the tunes of Birds and Reafts, that 
they can hardly bee difcerned: Dagebertws and Saint Francis {carres and 


illius motes feckin proferet fetus: fileporcm, infans editiz fupremo labclovifide, et diffcéto: velemens cogitatio movet rerum fpe-

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wounds, like to thofe of Chnfts(if at theleaft any fuch were)* Agrippa fup- 
pofethto have happened by force of Imagination : that fome are turned to 
Wolves,from Mento Women, and Women againe to Men (which is con- 
{tantly beleeved) to the fame Imagination: or from Mento Affes, Dogs, or 
any other fhapes.y Wrervs aferibes all thofe famous transformations,to Ima- 
gination ; that in. Hydrophobiathey {eeme to fee the pi@ure ofa Dog, ftill in 
their water, « that melancholy men, and fick men, conceive fo many phan- 
tafticall vifions,apparitions to themfelvesyand have fuch abfurd apparitions, 
as that they are Kings, Lords,Cocks, Bears, Apes, Owles; that they are hea- 
vy;light,tran{parent, great, and little, fenfleffe and dead (as fhall be fhewed 
more at large, in our * SeGions of Symptomes) can bee imputed to naught 
elfe, but to.a corrupt, falfe, and violent: Imagination. It works notin fick 
and melancholy men onely, but even moft forcibly fometimes in fuch as ate 
found: it makes them fuddenly fick, and * alters their temperature in an 
inftant. And fometimesa ftrong conceit or apprehenfion,as */alefivs proves 
will take away Difeafes : in both kinds it will produce reall effe@ts. Men if 
they fee but another mantremble,giddyjor fickof fome fearful difeafe,their 
apprehenfion and feare is fo ftrong in this kind, that they will have the fame 
Difeafe. Or if by fome South-fay er, wifeeman, fortune-teller, or Phy fitian, 
they be told they fhall have fucha Difeafe, they will fo ferioufly apprehend 
it that they willinftantly labour of it. A thing familiar in China (faith Riccius 
the Jefuite) < 1ftt be told them they fhall be fick on fuch a day, when that day 
comes, they will furely be fick; and will be fo terribly afflicted, that (ometinies 
they dieuponit.’ Dt Cettain his Difcovery:ofignoraat Practitioners of Phy- 
fick cap.8.hath two ftrange: ftories to this purpofe, what phanfie is able to 
doe, The one of a Parfons wife in Northamptonfhire, Anno 1607. that com- 
ming toa Phyfitian,and told by himthavfhe wastroubled with the Sciatica, 
as he conje@ured, (a difeafe the was free from) the fame night after her ré 





turne, upon his words fell intoa grievous fit of a Sciatica. And fuch another - 


example he hath of another good wife,that was fo troubled withthe cramp, 
after the fame manner fhe came byit, becaufe her Phyfitian did but nameic. 
Sometimes deathit felf is caufed by force of Phantafie. I have heard of one 
that comming by chance incompany of him that was thought to be fick of 
the Plague (which was not fo) fell downe fuddenly dead. Another was 
fick of the Plagne with conceit. Onefeeing his fellow let bloud, talls down 


-Inafowne. Another (faith 4 Cardaz out of Ariftotle)fell down dead(which is 
familiar to women at any gaftly fight) feeing but'a man hanged. A Jew in 


France (faith * Ledevicus Vives) came by chanceover adangerous paflage, 


_ orplanke, that lay over a Brooke in the darke, without harme, the next day 


perceiving what danger he wasin, fell downe dead: Many will not beléeve 
fuch ftories to be true, butlaugh commonly; and deride when they heareof 
themsbut letthefe men confider withthemfelvesias® Peter Byarvs iMuftrates 
it, If they were fec ta walke upon a’ plank on high, they would be giddy, 
upon which they dare fecurely walk upon the ground.Many (faith Agrippa) 
sftrong hearted men otherwife, tremble at fuch fights, dazell, and are ficke, if 
they looke but downe from an high place; and what moves them but conceit ? 
As fome are fo moleited by Phantafie; fo fome againe by Fancy alone,4nd 


_ @good conceit, are as eafily recovered. We fee commonly the Tooth-ache, 


Gout, 
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Gout, Falling-fickneffe,biting of a mad Dog,and many fuch maladies cured 
by Spells, Words, CharaGers, and Charmes, and many greene wounds by 
that now fo much ufed Vnguentum: Armarium, magnetically cured, which 
Crollius and Goclexius ina booke of late hath'defended, Libavius ima jutt- 
Tractas ftiffely contradi@s,and moft men controvert. All the world knowes 
there is novertue in fuch Charmes,;or Cures, but.a {trong conceitand opini- 
onalone,as* Pomponatius holds,which forceth a motion of the humors, pirits 
and blond , which takes away the caufe of the malady fromthe parts affected, 
The like we may fay of allour Magicall effe&s,fuperttitious cures, and ‘fuch 
asare done by Mountebanks and Wizards. 4s by wicked incredulity many 
men are hurt (fo faith * Wierus of Charmes,Spels,&c.) wee fizde in our expe- 
rience, by the fame meanes many are relieved. An Empirick oftentimes, and a 
fillyChyrurgian,doth more ftrangecures,than a rationall Phyfitian. Nyman- 
nus gives areafon,becaufe the Patient puts his¢onfidence in him, i which 4. 
viceana preferres before Art, Precepts, and all Remedies whatfoever. *Tis opi- 
nion alone (faith * Cardan) that makes, or marres Phyfitians, and he doth 
the beft cures, according to Hippocrates, in whom moft truft. So diverfely 
doth this phantafie of ours affect,turne and winde , fo imperioufly command 
our bodies,which as another | Protews,or a Camelion,can take all fhapes 3 and ts 
of {uch force (as Ficinusaddes) that it can work upon others, as well as our 
felves.. How can otherwife bleareseyesin one man,caufe the like affe@ion in 
another ¢ Why doth one mans™ yawning, make another yawne ¢ One mans 
piffing provoke a fecond many timestodoe the like? Why doth {craping of 
trenchers offend a third,or acon of files ¢: Why. dothia Crakaffe bleed, 
when the murthereris brought before it; fom weeks after the murther hath 
beene donez; Why doe Witchesand eld women,fafcinate and bewitchchil- 
dren: butas Wierus, Paracel[us , Cardan, MiXaldus, Valleriola, Ce far Vanni- 
aus ,Campanella, and many Philofophers think, the forcible imagination of 
the one party,movesand alters the {pirits of the other. Nay more, they can 
caufeandcurenot onely difeafes, maladies and feverall infirmities, by this 
meanes,as Avicenna de anim.lib.4.fect.4. fuppofeth, in parties remote, but 
move bodies fromtheir places,caufe thunder, lightning,tempefts, which opi- 
nion Alkindus, Paracel(us, and {ome others approve of. So that I may cer- 
tainly conclude, this {trong conceipt or imagination, is aftrum hominis, and 
the rudder of this our fhip, which reafon fhould fteire, but overborne b 

phantafie,cannot manage,and fo fuffers it felfeand this wholeveflell of ours 
to beover ruled, and often overturned, Read more of this in Wierus:1. 3. de 
Lamiws,cap.8,9,10. Franci{cus Valefmes med.controver libs .cont.6. Marcel- 
lus Donatus lib.2.cap.1.de hift. med. mirabil.

compares to the wheeles of a Chariot by which we are carryed in this world. All fune tanqua iore 


other paffions are fubordinate unto thefe foure, or fixe,as fome will: Love, 
Joy,Defire, Hatred, Sorrow, Feare: The re{t, as Anger,Envy,Emulatioa, 
Pride, Jealoufie, Anxiety, Mercy,Shame, Difcontent, Defpaire, Ambition, 
Avarice, &c. are reducible unto the firft : and if they be immoderate, they 
aconfume the fpirits, and melancholy is efpecially caufed by them. Some 
few difcreet men there are, that can govern themfelyes,and curbin thefe in- 
ordinate Affections,by Religion, Philofophy,and fuch divine Precepts, of 
méckneffe,patiencé,and the like : but moft part for want of government, out 
of indifcretion, ignorance, they fuffer themfelves wholy to be led by fenfe ; 
andare fo far from fepreffing rebellious inclinations,that they giveall incou- 
ragement unto them, leaving the raynes, and ufing all provocations to fur- 
ther them: bad by Nature,worfe by Art, Difcipline, * Cuftome,Education, 
and a perverfe will of their owne,they follow on, wherefoever their unbri- 
dled A ffeGions will tranfport them,and doe more out of cuftome,felf-will, 
than out of Reafon. Coxtumax voluntas, as M elancthon calls it, malum factt : 
this ftubborne will of ours perverts judgement, which fees ard knows what 
fhould and ought to be done, and yet will not docit. Mancipia gule, flaves 
to their feverall lufts, and appetite, they precipitate and plunge ‘themfelves 
into a Labyrinth of cares, blinded with luft, blinded with ambition ; t They 
feeke that at Gods hands, which they may give unto themfelves, if they could bat 
refraine from thofe cares, ana perturbations wherewith they continually macerate 
their mindes. But giving way to thefe violent paffions of feare, grief,fhame, 
revenge, hatred,malice,&c. they aretorne in peeces,as 420m was with his

It caufeth oftentimes fudden madnefle, 
and almoftall manner of difeafes,as I have fufficiently illuftrated in my * Di- 
greffion of the force of Imagination, and fhall doe more at large in my fe- 
ction of » Terrors. Feare makes our Imagination conceive whatit lift, invites 


thedevill to come to us, as * Agrippa and Carda avouch, and tyrannizeth | 
Over our Phantafie more than all other affeGtions , efpecially in the darke. - 


Wee fee this verified in moft men, as ¢Zavater faith, Que metuuat, fidgunt; 
what they fearethey conceive , and faigne untothemfelves; they thinkth 
{ce Goblins, Hagges, Devils, and many times become melancholy thereby, 
Cardan (ubtil. lib.18.hath an example of fuch an one, fo caufed to be melan- 
choly (by fight of a bugbeare)all his life after. 4aguftus Cefar durft not fic 
in the darke,wifi aliquo afidente, faith ¢ Suetonius, Nunquam tenchris evigt- 
lavit. And ’tis ftrange what women and children will conceive unto them- 
felves,if they goe overa Church-yeard in the night, lye,or be alonein a dark 
roome, howthey {weatand tremble oma fudden. Many men are troubled 
with future events, fore-knowledge of their fortunes, deftinies, as Severus 
the Emperour, Adrian and Domitian, Quod [ciret ultimnm vita diem, faith

1.) they can fe- 
verely contemne pleafure, beare grief indifferently, but they are quite * battered 
and broken with reproach and obloquy : ( fiquidem vita & fama pari pall am- 
bulant) and are fo dejeCted many times for fome publique injury, difgrace, 
as a boxe on the eare,by their inferiour, to be overcome of their adverfary, 
foiled in the field, to be out ina {peech, fome foul faé committed or difclo- 
fed, &c. that they dare not come abroad all their lives after, but melancho- 
lize in corners, and keep in holes. The moft generous {pirits are moft fub- 
jeft to it : Spiritus altos frangit & generofos: Hicronymus. _Ariftotle be- 
caufe he could not underftand the motion of Ewripus , for griefe and fhame 
drowned himfelfe : Calius Rodiginus antiquar lec.licz9.cap.8.Homerus pudo- 
re confumptus, was {wallowed up with this paffion of fhame, | becaufe he could 
norunfoldthe fifhermans riddle. Sophocles killed himfelfe, = for that a Trage- 
die of his was hiffed off the fiage : Valer.max. lib.9.cap.12. Lucretia tabbed 
her felfe,and fo dia " Cleopatra, when fhe faw, that fhe wes referved for a tit 
umph,to avoid the infamy. Antonius the Roman, °.after be was overcome of hes 
enemy, for threc dayes [pace {ate folitary in the fore-part of the Ship, abftaining 
from all company, even of Cleopatra her felfe, and afterwards for very fhame, 
butchered himfelfe, Plutarch vitacjus. cApollonins Rhodius » wilfully bani 
hed himfelfe, forfaking his tounsrey, and all his deare friends, becanfe he Was 
ont in reciting his Poems, Plinius lib. 7. cap. 236 CAjax ran mad, becaufe his 
armes were adjudged to V/yffes.. In China ‘tis anordinary thing for, fuch as 
are excluded in thofe famous tryalls of theirs, or fhould take degrees for 
fhame and grief to lofe their wits, 1 (Mat.Riccius expedit.ad Sinas Lib .3 .cap.

terculws mentioneth of him, you can {carce finde ofany Nation, order, age 
fexe,one for happinefle to be compared unto him : he had in a word, bona Az 
nimi corporis cr fortuna, goods of mind, body, and fortune, fohad P. c4#p- 
tianus © Craffus.. Lampfaca that Lacademonian Lady, was fuch another in 
 Plinies conceit, a Kings wife,a Kings mother, aK ings daughter : and all the 
world efteemed as much of Polycrates of Samos. The Greckes brag oftheir 
Socrates, Phocyon, Ariftidessthe Pfophidians in particular of their Aglaus, om. 
ni vita felix, abomui ptricule immunis (which by the way Pauf{anias held 
impoffible) the Romans of theirs Cato, Curius, Fabricius, for their compofed 
fortunes, and retired eftates, government of paffions, and contempt of the 
world: Yetnone of all thefe-was happy,or free from difcontent;tieither area 
tellus ,Cra(fus, nor Pelycrates, for he dyeda violent death, and fo did Cates 
And how much evill doth Lactantius and Theodoret {peak of Socrates aweak 
man,and fo ofthe reft. There isno content in this life,butas* he {aid all é Va- 
nity and vexation of (pirit : Jameand imperfect. Hadft thou Samplons hair; 
dicitur rerum bonarum maxima, quod effet ditiffimus, quod effet welll, 
h Solomon Ecclef.1.14, oe ay a ‘ “er gf 
Milos 
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Milos ftrength,Scanderbegsarme,Solomons wildome, Abjolons beauty,Cre- 
Sus his wealth, Pafetss obulum,C efars valour, Alexanders {pirit, Tudies or De- 
mofthenes cloquence, Gygesting, Perfews Pegafus, and Gorgons head, Neffors 
yeares to come,all this would not make thee abfolutesgive thee content,and 
true happines in this life,or fo continue it. Even inthe midft of all our mirth, 
jollity,and laughter, is forrowand griefe: or if there be.true happineffe a- 
mongftus, ‘tisbutforatime,

a faire morning turncsto a lowring afternoone. Brutus and Caius, once re- 
nowned,both eminently happy, yet you fhall {carce fiad two (faith Pater- 
culus) quos fortuna maturins deftituerit, whom fortune fooner forfook. Hanni- 
bal a conquerer all his life,met with his match,and was fubdued at laft,

ard, was of the Prince and people at firft honoured, approved ; forthwith 
confined and bauifhed. 4dmirandas attiones, graves plerung, [equantur in- 
vidie, Gy acres calumnia » “tis Polybins his obfervation, grievous enmities, 
and bitter calumnies commonly follow renowned ‘aGions. One is borne 
rich,diesa beggar : foundto day, fick to morrow : now in moft flourifhing 
cftate, fortunate and happy,by-and-by deprived of his goods by forrain ene- 
mi¢s,robbed by theeves,fpoiled, captivated ,impoverithed, as they of! Rab- 
bah put under iron [awes,andunder iron harrowes, and under axes of iron, ana

pleafure; penfive, fad, when he langhs. Pleno fe proluit anro ; He feafts, revells, 
and profufely fpends, hath variety of robes, fweet mufick, eafe, and all the 
pleafure the world can afford, whileft many an hungei-ftarved poore crea- 
ture pines in the ftreet, wants clothes to cover him, labours hard all day 
long,runs,rides for a trifle, fights peradventure from Sun to Sun, fick and ill, 
weary, full of paineand griefe, is in great diftrefle and forrow of heart. He 
loathes and fcornes his inferiour, hates or emulates his equall, énvies his fu- 
periour,infults over all fuch as are under him,as ifhe were of anotherSpecies, 
a demi-god, not fubje@ to any fall, or humane infirmities. Generally they 
love not,are not beloved againe : they tire out others bodies with continuall 
labour,they themfelves living at eafe,caring for none elfe, /ibi nati ; and ate 
fo far many times from putting to their helping hand, that they feeke all 
meanes to depreffe, even moft worthy and well deferving, better than them- 
felves, thofe whom they are by the lawes of nature, bound torelieve and 
help, as much as in them lies, they will let them cater-waule, ftarve, beg, 
and hang, before they will'any wayes (though it be in their power) affift, 
or cafe; €fo unnatural! are they ‘for the moft part, fo unregardfull : fo 
hard-hearted, fo churlifh, proud, infolent, fo dogged, of fo bad a difpofiti- 
on. And being fo brutifh, fo devilifhly bent one towards another, how is 
it poffible, but that we fhould be difcontent of all fides, full of cares, woes, 
and miferies ? , | | 

If this benot afufficient proofe of their difcontent and mifery, examine 
every condition and calling apart. Kings, Princes, Monarches, and Magi- 
{trates feeme to be moft happy, but looke into their eftate,you fhall finde 
them to be moft encumbred with cares, in perpetuall feare,agony,fufpition, 
jealoufie : thatas" he faid of a Crowne, if they knew but the difcontents that 
accompany it, they would not ftoope to take it up. Quem mihi regem dabis 
(faith Chryfo/tome) non curis plenum ? What King cantt thou fhew me, not 
full of cares 2 * Look not on his crown, but confider his afflictions : attend not his 
number of {ervants, but multitude of croffes. Nihil alind poteftas culminis, 
quam tempeft as mentis, as Gregory feconds him ; Soveraignty is a tempeft of 
the Soule: Sy/a like they have brave titles, but terrible fits:/plendorem titulo, 
cruciatum animo: which made * Demofthenes vow, fi vel adtribunal, vel ad 
interitum duceretur : if to bea Judge, or be condemned, were put to his 
choice,he would be condemned. Rich men are in the fame predicament : 
what their painesare, /tulti nefciunt, ipfi fenfiunt : they feele, fooles perceive 
not,as I fhall prove elfewhere,and their wealth is brittle, like childrens rat- 
tles: they come and goe, there is no certainty in them ; thofe whom they 
clevate,they doe as fuddenly depreffe, and leave in a vale of mifery. The 
middle fort of menareas fo many affes to beare burdens ; or if they be free, 
and live at eafe, they {pendthemfelves, and confume their bodies and for- 
tunes with luxury and riot, contention, emulation,&c. Thepoore I referve 
for anothery place,and their difcontents.

SUBSECT. II. 
Concupifcible Appetite, as Defires, Ambition, canfes. 


Hefe Concupifcible and Irafcible Appetites are as the two 
7 twilts ofa rope, mutually mixt one with the other, and both 
>79 twining about the Heart: both good,as Auffénm holds ib.14. ¢. 
GR 9.deciv.Dei: Vif they be moderate : both pernicious if they be 
FAIL exorbitant. This Concupifcible appetite, howfoever it may 
feemeto carry with it afhew of pleafureand delight,and our concupifcences 
moft part affedt us with content and apleafing object, yet if they be in ex- 
treames, they rackand wring us on the other fide. A true faying itis, Defire 
hath nore/? : 1s infinite in it felfe, endleffe : and as™ one calls it, a perpetuall 
rack, * or horfe. mill,according to Aaffin, {till going round as ina ring. They 
are not fo continuall,as divers, facilis atamos denumerare poffem, faith» Ber- 
nard,quam motus cordis,nunc hec,nunc iha cogito: you may as well reckon up 
the motesintheSun,as them. ? It extends it felfe to every thing, as Guianerius 
willhavevit,that ts fuperflnoully fought after : or toany 1 fervent defire, as Fer- 
nelivs interprets it ;'be1¢in-what kind foever,it tortures if immOderate,and is 
(according to* Plater and others)anefpeciall caufe of Melancholy. Multuofis 
concupifcentitsidilaniantur cogitationes mee, { Auftin confefled, that he was 
torne apieces'with his manifold defires : and fo deth«Bermard complaine, 
that.he could not reft for them a minute of an houre : this I would bave, and that, 
and then I defire tobe fuch and (uch.’Tisahard matter therefore.to confine 


_ them,being they are fo various and many,unpoffibleto apprehend all. Twill 


onely infift upon fome-fewof the chiefe , and moft noxious in their kind, 
as that exorbitant Appetite and Defire.of Honour, which we commonly call 
Ambition ; Love of money, which is Covetou{neffe, and that greedy defire 
of gaine : felf- love, pride, and inordinate defire of Vaiwe-glory or applaufe, 
Love of fiudy in exceffe : Love of women, (which will require a juft volume of 
it felfe) of the other I will briefly {peak,and in their order, 

Ambition,a proud covetoufneffe,or a dry thirft of Honour, a great ‘torture 
of the minde,compofed of envy,pride,and covetoufneffe, a gallant madnes, 
one " definesit, a pleafant poyfon, Ambrofe, a canker of the foule, an hidden 
plague : * Bernard, afecret poyfon, the father of livor, and mother of hypocrifie, 
the moth of holineffe, and caufe of madneffe, crucifying and difquieting all that it 
takes holdof. y Seneca calsit,rem folicitam, timidam, vanam, vertofam, a win- 
dy thing, avyaine, folicitous, and fearfull thing. For commonly they that 
like Syfiphus, role this reftleffe ftone of Ambition, are ina perpetuall agony, 
{till perplexed, femper taciti, trifte(g, recedunt, (Lucretius) doubtfull, timo- 
rous, fufpitious, loath to offend in word or deed, ftill cogging and collogue: 
ing, embracing, capping, cringing, applauding, flattering, fleering, vifiting, 
wayting atmens doores with all affability counterfeit honefty and humility. 
If that will not ferve, ifonce this humour (as * Cyprian defcribes it) poffeffe: 


his thirfty foule, ambitions falfugo ubi bibulam animam pofidet , by hooke 


molefiiswacualora. 2 Semper attomius, {cmper pavidus, quid dicat, factatwe : ue difpliceat humilitatem fimulat, boneflatem mentitur. 


and 
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and by crooke he willobtaine it, and from his holehe will climbeto all honours 
and offices, if it be pofsible for him to get sp, flattering ont, bribing another, he 
willcave ao meanes unalfay dto win all. It is a wonder to fee how flavifhly 
thefe kind of men fubjc@themfelves, when they are about a lute, to every 
inferiour perfon; what paines they will take, runne, ride, caft, plor, counteré 
mine, proteft and fweare,vow, promife, what labours undergoe, earely up, 
downelate ; how obfequious and affable they are, how popular and cour- 
teous, how they grinne and fliere upon every manthey meet; with what fea- 
fting and inviting, how they {pend themlelves and their fortunes, in fecking 
that many times , which they had much better be without ; as © Cyneas the 
Orator'told Pyzrhus : with what waking nights, painfull houres; anxiods 
thoughts, and bitterneffe of minde, zater (pemyne metumauc, diftracted ang 
tiredjthey confume the éaterim of theirtime. Therecan be nogreater plage 
forthe prefent: If they doe obtaine their fute,which with fuca.colt aadfohp 
citude they have fought, they are nor fo freed, their anxiety 1s anew to be- 
ginne, for they are never fatisfied, wibil alind nifi imperium fpiraat, their 
thoughts,actions,endeavours are all for Soveraigaty and Honour, like ¢ Laes 
Sforfiathat butting Duke of Milan, .a man of fingular-wifedome, but profound 
ambitions borne to his owne, and to the deftruction.of Italy, though icbe ro cheir 
owne ruine, and friends undoing, they will contend, they may not ceafe;but 
asa doggeina wheele,a bird ina cage, ora fquirrellin a chaiue ;fo4 Badew 
compares them; they climbe and climbe tilly with much labour, butnever 
make anend,never atthe top.A Knight would bea Buronet,aodthena Lord, 
and thena Vicount,and thenan Earle,&c. a Doctor,a Deane, and then a Bi- 
fhop : from Tribune to Prztor: from Bailiffeto Maior: firfithis office, and 
then that; as Pyrrhus in® Plutarch they will irfthave Greece;then. Africk and 
then fia, and {well with A/feps frog fo long, till inthe end they burft; or 
come downe with Sejanus,ad Gemonias fealas, and break their ownnecks: 
oras Evancelus the piper in Lucian, that blew his pipe fo long, till he fell 
downe dead. It he chance to miffe, and havea canvas, he 1s ina hell onthe 
other fide ; fo dejeSted, that he is ready to hang himfelfe, turne Heretick, 
Torke, or Traitor in an inftant. Enraged againft his enemies, he frailes, 
{weares, fights,flanders, detracts, envies, murders : aud for his owne part, fi 
appetitum explere non poteft, furore cerripitur 3 if he cannot fatisfie his defire 
(ase Bodine writes) he runs mad. So that both: wayes, hit or miffe, he is diftra- 
&ed fo long ashis Ambition lafts, he can looke for no other but ansicty and 
care, difcontent and griefe in the meane time, madneffe it felfe, or violent 
death inthe end. The event of this is common to. be feene in populous Ct- 
ties, or in Princes Courts, fora Courtiers life (as Budews deferibes it) w 4 
i Gallimaufry of ambition, luft, frand,impofture, difimulation, detraction, envy, 
pride;the Court,a common conventicle of flattercrs time- fervers politicians oC.

farre' otherwife than he fuppofeth; itmay be happily pleafing at the firft, 
as moft part all melancholy-ts.For fuch men likely have fome lucida iater- 
valla,pleafant fymptomes intermixt, but youmuft note that of * Chry/a- 
flome, Tis one thing to be rich, another to be covetous; gencrally they are all 
fooles, dizards, mad-men, * miferable wretches, living befidesthemfelves, 
finearte fruendi, in perpetual flavery, feare, fufpition,forrow,and difcontent, 
plus aloes quam mellis habentand are indeed, rather poffeffed by their money , 
than poffe(fors; as Cyprian hath it, mancipati pecunis, bound prentifeto their 
goods,as * Pliny; or as Chry(sftome,ferve divitiarum, flaves and drudges to 
their fubftance; and we may conclude of them all, as s Valerius doth of Pte. 
lomaus King of Cyprus, He wasin title a King of that Iland, but in his minde,a 
miferable drudge of money: — | 
——* potiore metallis, 
libertate carens ad 

wanting his liberty, whichis better than gold. Damafippus the Stoick in Ho- 
race, proves thatall mortall men dote by fits, fome one way, fome another, 
but that covetous men "are madder thanthe reft; and hee that fhall true! 
looke into their eftates,andexamine theirfymptomes, fhall finde no better 
of them, butthat they are alli fooles,as Nabal was, Ree nomine(r. Reg.15.) 
For what greater folly canthere be, or * madneffe, then to macerate him- 
felfe whenhe need not? and when,as Cyprian notes,’ he may be freed from his 
burden; and eafed of his paines, will goe on ftik, his wealth increafing, when hee 
hath enough, to get more, to live befides himfelfe, to ftarve his Gexins, keepe 
backe from his wife™ and children, neither letting them , nor other friends 
ufeor enjoy that which is theirs by right, and which they much need per- 
haps; likea hog, or dog in the manger,he doth onely keep it, becaufe it fhal] 
doe no body elfe good, hurting himfelfe and others; and fora little momen- 
tary pelfe,damne his owne foule. They are commonly fad and tetricke by 
nature, as Achabs {pirit was,becaufe hee could nor get Naboths Vineyard, 
(1. Reg.22,)and ifhe lay out his money atany time,thoughit be to neceflary 
ufes;to his owne Childrens good,he brawles and fcolds, his heart'is heavy, 
much difquietedheis, and loath to partfrom it: Mifer abjtinet, & timet iti: 
Hor. He isofa wearith, dry, pale,conftitution,and cannot fleep for éares and 
worldly bufineffes, his riches, faith Salomon, will not let him fleepe,and un- 
heceflary bufineffe which hee heapeth on himfelfe; or if he doe fleepe, ‘tis 
a very tinquict, interrupt, unpleafing fleepe: with his baggés in his armes,

fire of gainesand inoneofhis Epiftles compares itto Hell; * hich devoures

their greateft corofive, they are in continuall fufpicion,feareand diftruft.He . 


thinkes hisowne wife and childrenare fo many theeves, and goe about to 
cozen him, his fervants are ali falfe:

Timidus Plutus,an old proverbe, As fearfullas Plutus : fo doth Ariftophanes, 
and Lucian bring him in fearfull ftill, pale, anxious, fufpitions, and truftin 
no man, « They are afraid of tempefls for their corne ; they are afraid of their 
friends leaft they should aske fomething of them, beg, or borrow; they are afraid 
of their enemies leaft they hurt them, theeves leaft they vob them; they are a- 
fraid of warre and afraid of peace afraid of rich and afraid of poore; afraid of all, 
Lat of all, they are afraid of wanr,that they fhall die beggars, which makes 
they lay up ftill,and dare not ufethat they have;what it a deare yeare come, 
or dearth,or fome loffe? and were it not that they arc loath to * lay out mo- 
hey.ona rope, they would be hanged forthwith, and fometimes die to fave 
charges, & make away themfelves, if their corne and cattle mifcarry;though 
they have abundance left, as ¥ 4gellius notes. * Valerius makes mention of 
one that in a famine, fould a Moufe for 200 pence, and famithed himfelfe ; 
Such are their cares, * griefes and perpetuall feares. Thefe fymptomes are 
elegantly exprefled by Theophraftus in his Character of a covetous man ; 
> lying in bed, he asked his wife whether fhe fhut the trunkes, and chefts faft, the 
capcale be fealed, and whether the Hall doore bee bolted; and though ‘hes {4 
all ts, well, he rifeth out of his bed inhis fhirt, bare foot and bare-legged, to (ee 
whether it bee fo, with a darke Lanthorne fearching every corner {carce fleepin 
awinke all night. Lycian inthat pleafant and witty dialogue called Gallus, 
brings in -Aycillus the Cobler difputing with his Cocke, fometimes Pytha- 
gras; where.after much {peech Proand Con, to prove the happinefle of 
Aeane eftate, and difcontents of a rich man, Pythagoras his Cock intheend, 
to illuftrate by examples that which he had faid, brings him to Gayphenthe

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Ulfurers houfe at mid-night, and after thatto Ewcrates; whom they found 
both awake, cafting up their accounts,and telling of their mony,* leane,dry, 
pale andanxious;ftill {ufpe@ing lea ft fome body fhould make a hole th rough 
the wall,and fo getin; or ifa Rator Moufe did but ftirre, ftarting upon a 
{udden, and running to the dooreto fee.whetherall were faft. Plautzs 1n his 
Aulalaria, makesold Euclio , 4 commanding Staphyla his wife to {hut the 
doors faft, andthe fire to be put out;leaft any body fhould make thatan er- 
rant to come co his houfe; when he wafhed his hands, « he was loath to fling 
away the foule water, complaining that he wasundone, becaufe the {moak 

gotout of his roofe. And as:\he went from home, feeing a Crow fcrat upon 

the muck-hill, returned in all hafte, taking it for #a/um omen, an ill figne, his 

mony was diggedup,with many fuch.He that will but obferve their ations, 

fhall findethefe and many fuch:paffages not fained for fport, but really per- 

formed, verified indeed by fuch covetous and miferable wretches, and that’

SD ac OP T isa wonder to fee, 
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how many poore, diftreffed, miferable 
wretches, one fhall meet alraoft in every path and ftreet, beg- 
§© ging for an almes, that have been well defcended, and fome- 
3) ee times in flourifhing eftate, now ragged, tattered, and ready 
=” tobe ftarved, lingring out a painfull life, in difcontent and 
eriefe of body and minde, and all through immoderatefuft , gaming, plea- 
{ure and riot. Tis the common end of all fenfuall Epicures and bruitifh pro- 
digals, that are ftupified and carried away headlong with their feverall 
pleafuresand lufts. Cebes in his table, S. Ambrofé in-his fecond booke of 
Abel and Cain, and amoneft the reft Lucian in his tra& de Mercede con- 
duétis, hath excellent well deciphered fuch mens proceedings in his pi- 
Gure of Opulentia, whom he faines to dwell on the top of a high mount, 
much fought after by many fuitors; at their firftcomming they are gene- 
rally entertained by Pleafareand Dadiance, and have all the content that 
poflibly may be given, fo longas their money lafts; but when their meanes 
faile, they are contemptibly thruft out ata backe doore, headlong, and 
there leftto Shame, Reproach, Defpaire. And heé at fitftthat had fo ma- 
ny attendants, paraficcs, and followers, young and lufty, richly arrayed, 
and allthe dainty fare that might be had, with all kinde of welcome and 
good refpe&, is now upon a firdden ftript of all, £ pale, faked, old,difea- 
fed and forfaken,curfing his ftarres,and ready to ftrangle himfelf;having no 
other company but Repentance, Sorrow, Griefe, Dirifion, Beggery, and Con- 
tempt, whichare his daily attendants to his lives end. As the 8 prodigall 
fonne had exquifite muficke,merry company, dainty fareat firft; but a for- 
towfull reckoning in the end; fo have all {uch vaine delights and their fol- 


lowers. 
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lowers. * Trifles voluptatum exitus, & quifquss voluptatum [uarum reminifci 
volet, tntelirget,as bitter as gall and wormewood is their laftspriefe of mind, 
madneffe it {elf. The ordinary rocks upon which fuch men doe impinge and 
precipitate themfelves,are Cardes, Dice,Hawkes,and Hounds, Infanum ve- 
wand fludium, onecalsit, infane fubftructiones : their mad ftructures, dif- 
ports, playes, &c. when they are unfeafonably ufed, imprudently handled , 
and beyond their fortunes. Some men are confumed by mad phantafticalj 


' buildings, by making Galleries, Cloifters, Tarraces, Walkes, orchards, 


Gardens,Pooles, Rillets, Bowers,and fuch places of pleafure; Ivutiles do. 
mos i Xenophon cals them, which howfoever they be delightfome things in 


_ themfelves, and acceptable to all beholders, an ornament, and befitting 


fome great men; yet unprofitable to others,and'the fole overthrow of thei 
citates. Foreftus in his obfervations hath an example of fuch a one that be- 
came melancholy upon the like occafion, having confumed his fubftance in 
an unprofitable building, which would afterward yeeld him no advantage. 
Others, I fay, are * overthrowne by thofe mad {ports of Hawking and hun- 
ting; honeft recreations,and fit for fome great men, but not for every bafe 
inferiour perfon;whileft they will maintaine their Faulkoners, dogges, and 
hunting Nagges, their wealth, faith SalmutXe, runnes away with hounds, and 
their fortunes flieaway with Hawkes : They perfecute beafts folong, till in 
the end they themfelves degenerate into beafts, as ™ Agrippa taxeth them, 
" Adon like, for as he was eaten to death by his owne dogges;fo doe they 
devoure themfelves and their patrimonies, in fuch idle and unneceffary di- 
{ports, neglecting in the meane time their more neceflary bufineffe, and to 
ollow their vocations. Over-mad too fometithes are our great menin de- 
lighting, and doting too much on its ° When they drive poore husbandmen 
from their tillage, as P Sarwburienjis objects,polycrat. lib. x: cap.4.. fling downe 
countrey Farmes, andwhole Townes, to make Parkes, and Fore/ts ftarving men 
to feed beafts, and 4 punifbing in the meaue time fuch a maathat phall mole ft their 
game, more feverely than him that ts otherwife a common hacker, or a notorious 
shecfe. But great men are fome wayes to bee excufed,the meaner fort have 
no evafion why they fhould not becounted mad. Poggius the Florentine, 
tels a merry ftory to this purpofe, condemning the folly and impertinent 
bufinefle of fuch kinde of perfons, A phyfitian of willan, faith he,that cured 
madmen,had a pit of water in his houfe, in which hee kept his patients, 
fomeupto theknees, fome tothe girdle, fome to the chinne, pro mado infa- 
wie, as they were more or lefle affeGed. One of them by chance that was 
well recovered, ftood in the doore,and {ecing a gallant ride by witha Hauke 
on his fift, well mounted, with his Spaniels after him, would needsknow to 
what ufeall this preparation ferved; he made anfwer,to kill certaine fowle; 
the patient demanded againe,what his fowle might be worth which he kil- 
led ina yeareshe replyed,s5 or 10 Crownes;and when he urged him farther, 
what his Dogs, Horfe, and Hawkes ftood him in,he told him 400 Crowns; 
with that the patient bad be gone, as he loved his life and welfare, for if 
our mafter come and finde thee here, he will put theein the pit amongft mad 
men upto the chinne: Taxing the madnefle and folly of fuch vain men; that

{pend themfelvesin thofe idle fports, neglecting their bufineffe and neeefla- 


ry affaires. Leo decimus, that huuting Pope; is much difcommended by* Zo- 
vius in hislife, tor his immoderate defire of hayking and hunting,in fo much 
that(as hee faith) he would fometimes live about Offia weekes and months 
together, leave fuiters f unrefpected, Buls and pardonsunfigned,to his owne 
prejudice, and many private mens lofle. * And if hee had beene by chance cro|- 
fed in his fport, or his game not {ogood, he was (0 1mspatient, that he would re- 
wile and mifcall many times men of great worth with moft bitter taunts, looke fo 
fowre, be fo angry avdwajpilh, fogrieved & molefted,thas it. incredible torelate 
it. But if he had good f{porr,and bin wel pleafed on the other fide, :meredsbils 
munificentia,with unfpcakable bounty and munificence he would reward all 
his fcllow hunters, & deny nothing to any fuiter when he was in that mood. 
To fay truth, ris the common humour of all gamefters,as Galatews obferves, 
if they win,no man living are fo jovial! and merry, but "if they lofe, though 
it be butatrifle, two or three games at tables,or a dealing at Cardes for two 
penceagame, they are fo cholerick andtetty thagao man may {peake with 
them,and breake many times into violent paffions, oathes,imprecations,and 
unbefeeming fpeeches, little ¢iffering from mad men for the time. Generally 
of all Gameftersand gaming, ifitbe exceflive, thus much we may conclude, 
that whether they winne or lofe for the prefenr, their winnings are not Mu- 
nera fortune, {ed infidie,as that wife Senecadetermines, not fortunes gifts,but 
baits, the common Catajftrophe is * beggeryy,¥ Vt peftis vitam, fic adimit alea 
pecuniam, as the plague takes away lite, doth gaming goods, for « omnes nu- 
di,inopes cy egents

Itproceeds inwardly from our felves, as 
we areactive caufes, from an over-weening conceit wee have of our good 
parts, owne worth, (which indeed is no worth) our bounty, favour, grace, 
valour; ftrength, wealth, patience, meeknefle, hofpitality, beauty, tempe- 
rance, gentry, knowledge, wit, {cience,art, learning, our * excellent eifts & 
fortunes, for which Narciffus like, we admire, flatter,and applaud our felves, 
and thinke all the world efteemes fo of us; and as deformed women, eafily 
beleeve thofe that tell them they be faire,we are too credulous of our owne 
good parts and praifes, too well perfwaded of our felves. Wee bragge and 
venditate our iown workes,and {corne all others in re{pect of us; Inflate (ci. 


we as bafely cfteem and vilifie other, mens, as we doe over-highly prize and 
value our owne. Wee will not fufferthem te be in fecundis, noNot in tertizss 


. What 2 Mesum confertur Viiffes ? they are Mures, Mufce, culices pre fe, nitts 


and flies compared to his inexorable and fupercilious, eminent and arrogant 
worfhip:, Though indeed,they be.farre before him. Onely wife, onely 
rich, onely fortunate, valorous, and faire, puffed up with this Timpany 
of felfe-conceit; as that proud.\.Pharifee, they are not (as:they fuppofe) 
Like other men,of a purer and more ‘precious mettle; Soli vei gerendi funt 
eff écaces, which that wife Perjander held of fuch:= meditantur omne qui pri- 
us negotium,yerc, Novi quendam ({aith* Erafmus) 1 knew one fo arrogant 
that hechought himfelfe inferiour to.no man living, like ».Califthenes the 
Philofopher, that neither held Alexanders aGs;orany other fubjea& wor- 
thy ofhis Penne,fuch was his infolency ; or Seleucus King of Syria, who 
thought none ficto contend with him but the Romanes, © Eos folos dignos 
ratus quibufcum de imperiocertaret. That which Tully writ to 4tticus long 
fince, is ftill in force, >There was never yet true Poet nor Oratour, that thought 
any other better than him{elfe. And fuch forthe moft part are your Princes, 
Potentates,sreat Philofophers, Hiftoriogra phers,Authors of Seés or He- 
relies, and all our great Schollers,as 4 Hievome defines; A natural Philofopher 
us glories creature, and avery flave of rumour, fame, and popular opinion, and 
though they write de contemptu gloria, yet.as he obferves, they will put their 
names to their bookes. Vobu fame me femper dedi, faith Trebelliws Pollio,} 
have wholly confecrated my felfeto youandfame. ’Tis all my defire, night 
and day, ‘tis all my fiudy,to raife my name.

Another kind of mad men there is oppofite to thefe, that are infenfibly 
mad, and know not ofit, fuch.as contemne all praife and glory, think them- 
felves moft free, when as indeed they are moft mad : calcant [ed aliofaftu:a 
company of Cynicks, fuch asare Monkes, Hermites, Anachorites, that cons 
temne the world, contemnethemfelves,contemneall titles, honours,offices: 
and yetin that contempt, are more proud than any man living whatfoever. 
They are proud in humility ; proud in that they are not proud, (epe homo de 
vane gloria comtemptu, vanins gloriatur, as Auftin hath it, confeff-lib.10. cap. 
38. like Diogenes; intus gloriantur, they brag inwardly, and feed themfelves 
fat with a felfe conceit of fanity which is no better than hypocrifie. They 
g0¢ in fheepes ruffet, many great men, that might maintaine them{elves in 
cloath of gold, and feeme to be deje&ed, humble by their outward cariage, 
when as inwardly they are fwolne full of pride, arrogancy, and felf-conceit.

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And.therefore Seneca advifeth his friend Lucilin), * in bit attixe and geflure, 
outward actions c{pecially to avoid ak (uch things.as aremore notablein them- 
felves : usarngged attire, hirfute head, horrid beard, contempt of money, courfe 
lodging and whatfoever leads to fame that eppofite way. 

All this madneffe yet proceeds frem our felves; the maine engine which 
batters us,is from others, we are meerly paffive in this bufineffe:from acom- 
pany of Parafites and flatterers, that with immoderate praife, and bumbaft 
Epithetes, glofing titles, falfeclogiums, fo bedawbe and applaud, guild over 
many a filly and undeferving man, thatithey clap him quite out of his wits. 
Res imprimés violenta eff, as Hierome notes, thiseommon applaufe is a moft 
violent thing, laudum placenta, adrumme, fife, and trumpet cannot fo ani- 
mate, that fattens men, crectsand dejeétsthem in an infant...

For there is no meat 
fp eg whatfoever, though otherwife wholfome and good, but if unfea- 
eft,et ventri- fonably taken, or immoderately ufed,morethen the ftomack can well bear,it 
ra wre will ingender cruditie, and doemuch harme. Therefore f Crato advifech his 
cruditates ge- patient to eat buttwice a day, and that at his fet meales, by no meanes to cat 
neratetc.  withoutanappetite, orupona full ftomacke, and to put feven houres dif. 
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ference betwixt dinner and fupper. Which rule if wee did obferve inout 
Colledges, it would bee much better for our healths: But cuftome that ty- 
rant fo ptevailes, that contrary to all good order and rules of Phyficke , wee 
{carce admit of five. If after feven houres tarrying he fhall have no ftomacke, 
let him deferre his meale , or eat very little at his ordinary time of repaft. 
This very counfell was given by Profper Calenus to Cardinall Cafius, \abou- 
ring ofthis difeafe ;and ® Platerus pre{cribes it to a patient of his, to bee mot 
feverely kept. Guianerins admits of three meales a day , but Montanus confit. 
23. pro Ab.Italo,ties him precifely to two. And as he muft not eat over much, 
fo he may not abfolutely taft ; foras Cel/ws contends 16.1. Jacchinus 15.129. 
Rhajfis , » repletion and inanition may both doe harme in two contrary ex- 
treames. Moreover,that which he doth eat, muft bee well’ chewed , and not 
haftily gobled,for that caufeth crudity and wind ; and by all meanes to eat no 
more than he can well digeft.

Macro- 
bins {o much require, S. Hierom injoines Rufficus , to eat and drinke lo more 
than will ™ fatisfie hunger and thirft. » Lefszus the Jefuire holds 12.13. 0r 14. 
ounces , or inour Northren countries 1 6.4t mo/?, (for all Students, weaklings, 
and fuch as lead an idle fedentary lite) of meat, bread, crc. a fit proportion for a 
whole day, and as much or little more of drinke, Nothing pefters the body and 
minde fooner than to be ftill fed, to eat and ingurgitate beyond all meatfure, 
asmany doe. °By over much eating and continuall feafts they ftifle nature, and 
choke up them{ilves, which, had they lived cour fly, or like galley-flaves been tyed 
to an oare, might have happily prolonged many faire yeares.

Alexander Severus loved Hares and Apples 
above all other meéats,as > Lampridus relates in his life: one Pope Pork, ano- 
ther Peacocke, &c. what harme came of it ¢ Iconclude, our owne experience 
is the beft Phyfitian; that diet whichis moft propitious to one, is often’per- 
nicious to another, fuch is the variety of palats ,:humours , and temperatures; 
let every man obferve, and bea law unto himfelfe. Tberius in * Tacitus did 
laugh at all fuch, that after 30. yeares of age would aske counfell of others 
concerning matters of diet: I fay the fame. +3

Charons boat, or went downe at Hermione in Greece , compendiaria ad inferos 
vid, whichis the fhorteft cut, quia nullum a mortais naulum eo loci expofcunt, 
(faith 2 Gerbelins ) and befides there were no fees tobe. paid. Well then, is 
it Hell, or Purgatory, as Bellarmine ; or Limbus patrum’, as Gallucius will, and 
as Rufca will (for they have made mappesof it) >or Yewatius parler ¢ Virgil; 
fometimes Bifhop of Saltburge(as Aventinus Annopas. relates) by Bonifa- 
sins Bifhop of Ment% was therefore called in queftion ; becaufe +he held Ansi-

Apocalypf. will 
have Hella materiall and locall fireinthe center of the earth, 200sJtalian 
miles in diameter 5as hee defines it out of thofe words, Exivit faneuis de ter- 
rh per fiadia mille fexcenta, orc. But Lefsius lib. 3.de moribus divinis 
cap.2 4.will have’ this locall Hell far leflejoneDutchmile in Diameter, all filled 
with fire and brimftone: becaufe , as hee there demontftrates, that {pace Cu- 
bically multiplyed, will makea Sphere‘able to hold eight hundred thoufand 
millions of damned’ bodies (allowing*each body-fixe foot fquare) whicly 
will abundantly futfices Cam certum fit, inquit, facta fubductione , non fituros 
centies mille milliones damnandoram, But if it bee no: matetiall “fire (as Sco: 
Thomas, Bonaventure; Soncinas, Vofcius., and others argue )\it may bee 
bee there or-élfewhere®, "a8 Keckerman difputes Sy/tem. Theol. for fure 
fome where it is, certua ef alicubi, etfi definitus circalus won afsignetar. Twill 
end thecontroverfie inc Aafins words , Better doubt of things concealed, than 
tocontend about uncertainties, where Abrahams bofome is, and hell fire : 3 Vix & 
manfuetis, a contentiofis ninquaminvenitar  {carce the meeke; the contenti2 
ous fhall never finde. If it’be folid earth,’tisthe fountaitie of metals, waters, 
which by his innate temper turnes Aire into water, which {prings up in feves 
rall:chinkes; to moiften the earths fuperficies, and that ina tenfold’ proportion 
(as Ariftotle holds) or elfe thefe fountaines come dire@ly frony the fea, by 
tfecret paflages, and fo made frefh againe , by running through the bowels 
ofthe earth 5 and are either thicke, thinne, hot , cold, as the matter or mines 
tals are by which they pafle; oras Peter Martyr ocean.Decad.lib.o. and fome 
‘others hold, from:£ abundance of raine that falls’, or from that ambient heat 
and cold, which alters that inward heat, and {oper confequens the generation 
of waters. Orelfe it may be full of winde, or a fulphureous innate fireasour 
Meteorologifts enforme us , which fometimes ‘breaking out ‘caufech thofe 
horrible Earth- quakes, which are {ofrequent in thele dayes:in: Japan, —_

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and oftentimes {wallow up whole Cities. Let Lactaps Menippus confult with

Inthe meane time let us confider ofthat whichis (46 dio , and finde out a 
true caule, ifit be poffible, of fich accidents, Meteors,alterations, as happen’ 
above ground. Whence proceed that variety of manners , and a diftinct cha- 
racter(as it were) to feverall nations ¢ Someare wife, fubtile , witty ; others 
dull, fad and heavie ; fome bigge,fome little, as Tally de Fato, Plato ti Timao, 
Vegetins and Bodine proves at large , method.cap.5.fome foft , and: fome har- 
dy, barbarous, civill, black , dunne, white, is it from the aire, from the foyle, 
influence of ftarres , or fome other fecret caufe Why doth Africabreed fo 
many venemous beatts , 7relandnone? Athens Owles', Creet none? * Why 


hath Daults and Thebes no Swallowes (fo Paufanias informeth us) as well 


as the reft of Greece, T Ithacano Hates, Pontus Affes, Scythia Swine whence 
come this variety of complections , colours ; plants , birds , beafts, x metals, 
peculiar almoft toevery place? Why fo many: thoufand ftrange birds and 
beafts proper to America alone, as 4co/Fa demands /ib.4.cap.36. were they 
created in the fixe dayes, orever in Noahs Arke 2 .ifthere , why are they not 
difperfed and found in other countries ? It is a thing (faith he) hath long held 
me in{ufpence; no Greek, Latine, Hebrew ever heard of them before, and yet 
as differing from our Evropeap animals, as an egee and a chefnut: and which 
is more, kine, horfes, fheep, &c. till the Spaniards brought them were never 
heard of inthofe parts 7 How comesit to paffe, that in the fame fite, in one 
Latitude, to fuchas are Periwci,there fhould be fuch difference of foyle,com- 
plexion, colour, metall, aire,&c. The Spaniards are white , and fo are Italr- 
ans, when as the Inhabitants about ¥ Caput bone fpei are Blackemores,and yet 
both alike diftant from the e#quator : nay, they that dwelLint the fame pata- 
leli line with thefe Negro’s, as about the Straights of Magellan, are white co- 
loured, and yet fome in Preshyter Jobns countrey in-Athzopia are dunne;they 
in Zettan and Malabar parallel with them againe blacke: ~Wanamotapa in 
Africke, and St. Thomas Ule are extreme hot, both under the line, cole blacke 
their Inhabitants, whereas in Peru they are quite oppofite in colour,very tem- 
perate, or rathercold, and yet both alike elevated. Mo/co in 53.degrees of la- 
tude extreme cold, asthofe Northerne countries ufually are, having One pet- 
petuall hard froft all winter long : and iri §2.deg. lat. fome times hard froft 
and {now all fummer, as ia Buttons Bay, &c. or by fits ; and yet England 
neere the fame Latitude, and Ireland, very moift , warme , and mdte temipe- 
rate-in Winter than Spazne , Italy ,or France. Is it the fea that caufeth this 
difference , and the Airethat comes from it: Why’ then is @7/fer fo cold 
heere the Evxine, Pontus , Bithinia, andall Thrace; frigidas regiones Ma- 

inus calls them, and yet their latitude is but 42. which fhould bee hot: 

Quevira, or Nova Albion in America, bordering on the fea, was fo cold in 
July, that our ¢ Englifhmen could hardly endureit. At Noremésrga ins. 
Jat. all the fea is frozen Ice, and yet in a more Southerne latitude than ours. 
New England, and the Iland of Cambriall Colchos, which that noble Gentle- 
man M* Vaughan, or Orpheus Funior, defcribes in bis Golden Fleece , is in 


the fame latitude with little Britaine in France , and yet their ‘winter begins 


not till Januaric, their Spring till May ;“which fearch hee accounts worthy 
ri3 of 
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ofan Aftrologer : is this from the Eafterly Winds, or melting of ice and fnow 
diffolved within the circle Artick; or that the aire being thick,ts longer before 
it be warme by the Sunne beames, and once heated likeau oven willkeepe it 
felfe from cold2 Our Climes breed lice,* Huagary and Ireland male audiunt 
inthis kinde; come to the Azores , by afecret vertue of that aire they are in- 
ftantly confumed, and all our European vermine almoft, faith Ortelius. Egypt 
is watered with Nils not farre from the fea, and yet there it feldome orne- 
ver raines : Rhodes, an Iland ofthe fame nature, yeelds nota cloud , and yet 
our Ilands ever dropping and inclining to raine. The Atlanticke Ocean is ftill 
fubjeé to ftormes, but in Del Zar, or Mari pacifico, feldome or never any. Is 
it from Topicke ftarres, apertie portarum , inthe Dodecotemories or conttel- 
lations, the Moones manfions, fuchafpects of Planets , fuch windes, or dif- 
folving ayre, or thicke ayre, which caufeth this and the like differences of 
heat and cold ¢ Bodiz relates of a Portugal Embafladour, that comming from 
d Lisbonto€ Dantzicke in Spruce, found greater heat there than atany time at 
home. Doz Garcia de Sylva, Legat to Philip 3. Kang of Spaine , refiding at 
Spahan in Perfia 1619. in his Letterto the Marquefle of Bedmar, makes men- 
tion of greater cold in Spahan, whofe Jat.is 3 1.gr. than ever he felt in Spaiae, 
or any part of Europe. Thetortid Zone was by our predeceflors held to be 
inhabitable, but by our modernetravellers found to be moft temperate, be- 
dewed with frequent raines ,and moiftning fhowres , the Brifeand cooling 
blafts in fome parts, as * Aco/ta defcribes , moft pleafant and fertile. 4rica 
in Chilis by report one of the fweeteft places that ever the Sun fhined on, 
Olympus terra, an heavenon earth : howincomparably doe fome extoll Me- 
xicoin Nova Hifpania , Peru, Brafile,exc. in fome againe hard , dry, fandy, 
barren, avery Defeért, and ftill in the fame latitude. Many times wee finde 
great diverfity of aire in the fame f country, by reafonof the fiteto feas,hills, 
or dales, want of water, nature of foile, and the like : as in Spaine , Arragon is 
afpera & ficca, harfh and evill inhabited; E/framedura is dry , fandy, barren 
moft part, extreme hot by reafon of his plaines, 4vdalwXza another Paradife, 
Valence a moft pleafant aire, and continually greene fois itabout® Granado, 
onthe one fide fertile plaines , on the other , continual! {now to bee feeneall 
Summer long on the hill tops. That their houfes in the 4/pesare three quar- 
ters of the yeere covered with fnow , who knowes not ¢ ‘That Tenariffais fo 
cold at the top, extreme hotat the bottome: Mons Atlas in Africke, Libanus 
in Paleftina, with many fuchytantos inter ardores fidos nivibus, * Tacitus calls 
them , and Radziulus epift.2 .fol.27. yeelds it tobee farre hotter there than 
inany part of /taly : tis true ; but they are highly elevated , neare the middle 
Region, and therefore cold,ob paucamolarium radiorum refractionem,as Ser- 
rarius an{wers, com.in 3.cap. Fofua qualt.5. Abulenfis quaft.37. In the heat of 
fummer, in the Kings Palace in E/curiall the aire is moft temperate , by rea- 
fonof acold blaft which comes from the {nowie mountaines of Szerrade Ca. 
dar amahard by,whenas in Toledo it is very hot : fo in all other countries. The 
caufes of tHefe alterations arecommonly by reafon of their neereneffe (I fay) 
to the middle Region : but this diverfity of aire, inplaces equally fite, eleva- 
ted and diftant from the Pole, can hardly be fatisfied, with that diverfitieof 
Plants, Birds, Beafts, which is fo familiar with us, with Indians,every where: 
the Sunneis equally diftant, the fame verticall ftarres, the fawe enemas 
- o 
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of Planets, Afpects alike, the fame nearneffe of feas, the fame fuperficies,the 40 
fame foyle, or not much different. Under the Equator it {elfe,amongftthe 
Sierras, Audes, Lanes ,as Herrera, Laet,and * Acofta contend , there is ram * Lib.t 1s6ap.7- 
mirabilis cy inopinata varietas {uch variety of weather, wt merito exerceat in- 
genia,that no Philofophy can yet finde out the truecaufe of it. WhenIcon- _ 
fider how temperate it is in one place, faith T -Acofta, within the. Tropicke of I ae 
Capricorne, as about La-plate, and yet hard by at Poto/a, inthat fame altitude, jira, ubes in 
mountainous alike,extreme cold; extreme hot inBrafile,&cc.Hic egofaith Aco- tam tensi inter- 
fta,philofophiam Ariftotelis metercologicam vehemeuter irrifi,cum,o-c.when the ae ee 
Sunne comes neareft to them,they have great tempetts,ftormes , thunder and 
lightning , great ftore of raine, fnow : andthe fouleft weatherwhen the Sun is 
verticall their rivers over-flow,the morning faire and hot,noone day cold and 
moift:all which is oppofite to us. How comes ittopafle 2 Scaliger poetices 1.3. 
c.16. difcourfeth thus of this fubje&. How comes, or wherefore ts this teame- 
varia {yderum difpofitio, this rath placing of Starres, or as Epicurus will, fortu- 
ita, or accidentall ? Why arefome bigge, fome little, why are.they focon- 
fufedly, unequally fite in the heavens , and fet fo much out of order ¢ In. all 
other tltings Nature is equall, proportionable, and‘ conftant ; there bee juffe 
dimenjfiones, & prudens partium di[pofitio, asin the fabricke of man, his eyes, 
eares, nofe, face, members are corre{pondent, cur.non idem colo opere omnium 
pulcherrimum ? Why are the heavens fo irregular, zeque paribus molibus neq, 
paribus intervallis, whence is this difference ? Diver(os (he concludes) éffice- 
re locorum Genios ,to make diverfity of countries, foiles , manners, cuftomes, | 
characters and conftitutions among us , #¢ quantum vicinia ad. charitatem ad- 
dat, {ydera diftrahant ad perniciem, and {fo by this meanes fluvio vel monte di- 
tints [unt difsimiles, the fame places almoft fhall be diftinguifhed in manners. 
But this reafon is weake and moft unfufficient. The fixed ftarres are rémo- 
ved fince Ptolomies time 2 6.gr.from the firft of .47ies,and if the earth be im- 
movable, as their fite varies fo fhould countries varie , and diversalterations 
would follow.

Where- 
fore Bodine Padma bia. and fome others, will have all thefe alterations 
and effects immediately to proceed from thofe Geniz, Spirits, Angels, which 
rule and domineere in feverall places ;they caufe ftormes, thunder, lightning, 
earthquakes, ruines, tempefts, great windes, floods, &c. the Philofophers of 
Conimbra, will referre this diverfity to the influence of that Empyrean Hea-

* Americas itaman afcend , he faints inftantly for want of thicker ayre to re- 
frigeratethe heart. Acofta lib.3.cap.9. calls this mountaine Periacacain Peru, 
it makes men caftand vomit; he faith, that climbe it, as fomte other of thofe 
Audes doe in the defarts of Chila for 500. miles together.,and for extremity 
of cold tolofe their fingers and toes. Tycho will have two’ diftiné matters of 
Heaven and Ayre ; but to fay truth, with fome {mall qualification, they-have 
one and the felffame:opinion about the Effence and matter of Héeavenssthat 
it is not hard and impenetrable, as Periparetickes hold, tran{parent, of a quin- 
ta c/entia,« but that tt is penetrable and [oft as the ayrett felfets, and that.the 
Planets move init,as Birdsinthe ayre , Fifhesin the fea... This they prove by 
motion of Comets; and: otherwife (though! Claremontius:in his Antitycho 
{tify oppofe) which are‘not generated, as Ariftotle teacheth , inthe aeriall 
Region, ofan hot and dry exhalation , and fo confumed: butas Anaxagoras 
and Democritus held of old , ofa‘celeftiall matter: and as" Tycho ,x Elifeus, 
Roeflin, Thaddeus ,Hageclius , Pena, Rotman, Fracaftorius, demonftrate. by 
their progreffe, paralaxes , refractions, motions of the Planets, which en: 
terfeire and cut one anothers orbs, now higherjand then lower, as 7 amongft

Ifthe Heavens then bepenetrable,as thefemen deliver,and nollets, it were 
not amiffe in this aereall progreffe, to make wings, and flye up, which that 
Turke in Bufbequius ,madehis fellow-Citizens in Conftantinople beleeve hee 
would performe; and fome new-fangled wits, me thinkes, fhould fome time 
or other find out: or if that may not be, yet with a Galilies glafle, or Icarome- 
nippus wings in Lucian, command the Spheres and Heavens, and {ce what is 
done amongftthem. Whether there be generation andcorruption, as fome 
thinke, by reafon of zthereall Comets, that in Ca/stopea 15.72. that in Cygno 
1600. that in Sagittarius 1604. and many like,which by nomeanes 7w/. Ce- 
far la Galla,xhat Italian Philofopher,in his phyficall difputation with Galilens 
de phanoments in orbe Lune,cap.g.will admit: orthat they were created ab in: 
tio, and fhew themfelves at fet times : and as Heli{exs Re/lin contends, have 
Poles;Axeltrees, Circles of their owne,and regular motions. For on perennt, 
fed minuuntur Cc difparent,> Blancanus holds, they come and goe by fits, ca- 
fting their tailes ftill from the Sunne: fome of them, as:a burning glaffe pro- 
jects the Sunne beames from it ; though not alwaies neither: for fometimes 
a Comet cafts his taile from Venxus,as Ticho obferves.

Gil 
bert, fatis animose,as Cabeus notes, that fhall drive the Heavens about with

Mars in 3.8&c. and fo folve all appa- 
rances better than any way whatfoever : Calculate all motions; bee they in 
longum ox latum, direct, {tationary, retrograde,afcent or defcent,without Epi- 
cicles, intricate Eccentricks, &cc. rec#ius commodin que per unicum motum terre, 
faith Lansbergius, much mote certaine than by thofe w4/phonfine,or any fach 
tables, which are grounded from thofe other fuppofitions. Andtis true,they 


_ fay, according to opticke principles, the vifible apparances of the Planets doe 


fo indeed anfwer to their magnitudes and orbes,'and come neereft to Mathe- 


_ matical! obfervations, and precedent calculations, there is ‘no tepugnancie to 


phyficall 
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phyficall axiomes , becaufe no penetration of orbes : but then betweene 
the {phere of Saturne and the Firmament, there is fich an incredible and 
vatt! {pace or diftance (7000000. femidiameters of theearth, as Tycho cal- 
culates) void of ftartes : And befides, they doe fo inhance the bigneffe of the 
ftarres, enlarge their circuit, to falve thofe' ordinary objections of Paralaxes 
and Retrogradations of the fixed ftarres, that.alteration of the Poles eleva- 
tion in feverall places: or latitude of Cities here on earth (for,fay they , ifa 
mans eye were in the Firmament, hee fhould notat all difcerne that great an- 
nuall motion of the earth, but it would {till appeare pumctum indivifibile, and 
feemeto be fixed in one place, of the fame bigneffe) that itis quite oppofite 
to reafon, to naturall philofophy, and all out as abfurd as :difproportiall (fo 
fome will)as prodigious, as that of the Sunnes{wift motion of Heavens. But 
hoc pofite,to grant this their tenent of the earths motion: If theearth move, 
it is a Planet , and fhines to them in the Moone, and to the other Plane- 
tary inhabitants , as the Moone and they doe tous upontheearth : but fhine 
fhe doth, as Galilie, Kepler, and others prove, and then per confequens, the 
reft of the Planets are inhabited, as well as the Moone, which hee grants in 
his differtation with Galilies Nzncius Sidereus, that there be Joviall and Sa- 
turae Inhabitants,éec. and thofe feverall Planets have their feverall Moones 
about them , as the earth hath hers, as Ga/é/eus hath already evinced by his 
glaffes : * foure about Jupiter,two about Saturne (though Sitius the Floren- 
tine, Fortunius Licetus, and jul.Cafar le Galla cavillat it) yet Kepler, the 
Emperours Mathematician, confirmes out of his experience, that hee faw as 
much by the fame help, and more about Mars, Venus ;and the reft they hope 
to find out, peradventure even amongft the fixed ftarres, which Brunus and 
Brutins have already averred. Then (I fay) the earth and they be Planets 
alike, inhabited alike, moved about the Sunne, the common Center of the 
Worldalike, and it: may be thofe two greene children which T Nubrigen- 
fis {peakes of in bis time, that fell from Heaven, came from thence. Wee 
may. likewife infert with Campanellaand Brunus, that which Pythagoras, A.. 
riftarchus, Samus, Heraclitus, Epicuras, Meliffus, Democritns, Leucippus main- 
tained in their ages, there be oznfinite Worlds, and infinite earths or fyftemes, 
in infinito ethere, which * Eufebius colle&s out of their tenents, becaufe in- 
finite ftarrés and planets like unto this of ours, which fome fticke not ftill 
to maintaine and publikely defend, perabundus expecto innumerabilium mun- 
dorum in eternitate perambulationem, orc.

their perodicall and regular motion in 27.01 28 .dayes , holding withall the 
rotation of the Sunne upon his Centers and are all fo confident, that they 
have made skemes and tables of their motions. The z Hollander in his dif- 
fertatiuaculé cum Apelle cenfures all ; and thus they difagree amongft them- 
felves, old and new, irreconcileable in their opinions ; thus -4 riftarchus,thus 
Hipparchus, thus Ptolomeus, thus Albateginus, thus Alfraganus , thus Ticho, 
thus Ramerus, thus Refliaws, thus Fracaftorins, thus Copernicus and his adhe- 
rents, thus Clavius and Maginus, ec. with their followers, vary and deters 
mine of thefe celeftiall orbes and bodies ; and fo whileft thefe men contend 
about the Sunne and Moone, like the Philofophers in Lactam, it is to be fea- 
red, the Sunne and Moone will hide themfelves, and be as muchoffended as 
* (hee was withthofe, and fend another meflage to fupiter, by fome new- 
fangled Icaromenippus,tomake an end of all thofe curious Controverfies, 
and {catter them abroad. At cao! | 
But why fhould the Sunneand Moone bee angry, or take exceptions at 
Mathematicians and Philofophers 2 whenas the like meafure is offered unto 
Godhimfelfe, by acompany of Theologafters : they are not contented 
to feethe Sunne and Moone’, meafure their fite and biggeft diftance in a 
olaffe, calculate their motions , or vifit the Moone in a Poeticall, fiction, ora 
dreame,ashefaith, : anudax facinus & memorabile nunc incipiam, neque hoc 
feculo ufurpatum prius, quidin Line regno hac noite geftum fit exponam , & 
quonemounguam nifi fomniando pervenit, but he and Menippus : oras { Pe- 
ter Cuneus , Bond fide agam, mibil corum. que [cripturns fum , verum effe {ci- 
tore, crc. qua nec facta, nec futura fant, dicam ,* [lil tantum cy ingemit caufa, 
not injeft, butin good earneft: thefe gyganticall Cyclopes will tranfcend 
{pheres, heaven, ftarres,into that. Empyrean heaven ; foare higher yet, and fee 
what God himfelfe doth. The Jewifh Thalmudifts take upon them to deter- 
mine how God {pends his whole time , fometimes playing with Leviathan, 
fometime over-feeing the world, &c: like Lucians Jupiter , that {pent much 
ofthe yeare in painting butter-flies wings 3, and {eeing who offered facrifice ; 
telling the houres whenit fhould raine, how much {aow, fhould fall in fuch 
aplace, which way the winde fhould ftand in Greece, which way in, Africke. 
Inthe Tarkes Alcoron Mahomet istaken up to heaven, upon a Pegafus {ent a 
purpofe for him, ashee lay in bed with his wife , and after fome conference 
with God is fer on ground againe. The Pagans paint him and’ mangle him 
after a thoufand fafhions ; our Heretickes,Schifmatickes, and fome Schoole- 
men, come not farre behind : fome paint him inthe habit ‘of an old man, and 
make Mappes of heaven, number the Angells ; tell their feverallu names, 
offices : fome deny God and his providence’, fome take. his office out of his 
hand, will x bindeand loofe inheaven, releafe, pardon, forgive,and be quar- 
ter-mafter with him 5 fome call his Godhead in queftion, his power, and at- 
tributes, his mercy, juftice, providence; they will know with T Cecilius, why 
good and bad ate punifhed together, war, fires, plagues.infeft all alike, why 
wicked men flourifh, good are poore, in prifon, ficke ,and ill at eafe.. Why 
doth he fuffer fo much mifchiefe and evill to be done,ifhe be* able to help ¢ 
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why doth he notafiift good, or refiftbad , reforme our wills,if he benot the 
author of finne , and let fuch.enormities bee committed , unworthy of his

knowledge, wifdome, government, mercy, and-providence, why lets hee all 
things be done by fortune and chance? Others as prodigioufly enquire after 
his omnipotency, 4# posit plures fimiles creare deos?an ex [carabeo denm? cc.

Some againeéurious phantaftickes , will 
know more than this, and enquire with T Epicurus,what God did before the 
World was madeewas he idle 2 Where did he bide ¢ What did he make the 
world of? why did he then make it, and not before? If he made it new, or to 
have an end, how is hee unchangeable, infinite 7 &c. Some will difpute, ca- 
vill,and objeét, as Julian did of old , whom Cyril confutes , as Simon Ma- 
gus is fained to doe, inthat * dialogue betwixt’ him and Peter - and Ammoni- 
usthe Philofopher, in that dialogicall difputation with Zacharias the Chrifti- 
an: If God be infinitely and only good, why fhould hee alter or deftroy the 
world ¢ ifhe confound that which 1s good, how fhall himfelfcontinue good ¢ 
If he pulf'it down becaufe evill, how fhallhe be free from the evill that made 
it evill ? &c with many fuch abfurd and brainfick queftions, intricacies,froth 
of humane'wit, and excrements of curiofity,éc. which,as our Saviour told 
his inquifitive Difciples, are not fit for them to know. But hoo ¢ Lam now 
Sone quite out of fight, lam almoft giddy with roving about: I could have 
ranged farther yet ; but Iam an infant,and not ” able to dive into thefe pro- 
funditiés, or found thefe depths; not able to underftand,much lefle to difcuffe. 
I leave the contemplation of thefé things to ftronger wits, that have better a- 
bility,and happier leafure to wade into fuch Philofophicall myfteries: for put 
cafe I were as able as willing, yet what can one man doe ¢ I will conclude 
with z Scaliger,Nequaquam nos homines fumus, fed partes hominis, ex omnibus 
aliquid fier pote/t,1dque non magnumsex fingula fere nihil, Pefides (as NaXt- 
anxenhath it) Deus latere nos multavoluit : and with Seneca,cap.3 5 .de Comes 
tis, Quid miramur tamrara mundi (pectula non teneri certs legibus,nondum ine 
telligis multe [unt gentes qua tantum de facie fciunt celum . veniet tempus for- 
taffe, quo ifta que‘ nunc latentin lucem dies extrahat longiors evi diligentia, 
una atasnon fufficit, pofteri, oc. when God'fees his time, hee will reveale 
thefe myfterics to mortall men,and ‘fhew that'to'fome few at laft, which hee 
hath concealed fo long.For I am of * his mind, that Columbzs did not find out 
America by chance, but God direéted him‘at that time to difcover it sit was 
contingent to him, but neceffary to’ Godshe reveales and-conceales to whom, 
and when he will. And which f one faid of Hiftory and Records of former 
times, God in his providenceto checke our prefumptuows inquifition, wraps up all 
things in uncertainty , barres us from long antiquity ; and bounds our {earch 
within the compaffe of (ome few ages : Many good things are loft , which our 
predeceflors made ufe of, as Pascirola will better enforme you; many new 
things are daily invented,to the publike good; fo kingdomes,men,and know- 
ledge ebbe and flow, are hid and revealed-and when you have all done, as the 
Preacher concluded, Nihil eff [ub- fole novum. But my melancholy Spaniels 


queft,my game is {prung,and I muft fuddenly come downe and follow. 


Jafon Pratenfis,in his booke de worbis capttis,and chapterof Melancholy, 
} | hath 
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hath thefe words out of Galen, Let thens come to mee to know what meat and 
drinke they {hall ufe, and befides that Iwill teach them what temper of ambient 
Aive they {hall make choice of, what wind, what countries they fhallichufe, and 
what avoid. Out of which lines of his, thus much.wee:may gather, thatto 
this cureof melancholy, amongft other things’, the rectification of Aire is 
neceflarily required. This is performed, either in reforming Naturall or 
Artificiall Aire. Natural, is that which is invour.election to chufe or a- 
void : and ’tis either generall,to Countries; Provinces ;particular,to Cities, 
Townes, Villages, or.private houfes. What sharme thofe extremities of 
heat or cold doe inthis malady, have formerly fhewed :the medium mutt 
needs be good, where the Aire is temperate, ferene, quict, free from boggs, 
fens, mifts.all manner of putrefaction, contagious and filthy noifome fmells. 
The > E cyptians by all Geographers are commended to bee Ailares, acon- 
ceited and merry Nation : which I canafcribe to no other caufe thanthe {e- 
renity of their Aire. They that live in the orchades are regiftred by ¢ Hector 
Boethius and 4 Cardan.to be faire of complection,long-lived,moft healthfull, 
free from all manner of infirmities of body and mind, by reafonof a fharpe 
purifying Aire, which comesfrom the Sea. The Baotians in Greece were dull 
and heavie, cra/si Bwori,by reafon of afoggy Aire in which they lived,

pleafant, and refined. The Clime changeth not fo much cuftomes,manners, 
wits (as 4riftotle Polit.lib.6 .c.4,. Vegetiws, Plato, Bodine method iff. cap.5. 
hath proved at large) as conftitutions of their bodies , and temperature it 
felfe. In all particular Provinces we fee it confirmed by experience, asthe 
Aire is, foare the inhabitants dull,heavie, witty, fubtle, neat, cleanly, clow- 
nith, ficke, and found. Int Perigort in France the Aire is fubsle, healthtull, 
ous difeafe , but hillyand barren:the men 
found, nimble, and lufty ; but in fome parts of -Quienne full of moores and 
marifhes, the emi dull, heavie, and fubject to many infirmities. Whodees 
not a great difference betwixt Surry, Suffex, and Rumny Marth , the Wolds 
in Lincolnefbire, and the Fennes.

ford,yet amoft commodious fite,wholfome,in a delicious aire,a rich & plea- 
fant feat.So Segrave in Leiecfterfhire (which Towne * Iam now bound to re- 
member) is fited ina Champian,at the edge of the Wolds, and more barren 
than the villages about it,yetno place likely yeelds a better aire. And he that 
builtthat faire houfe 2 wollerton in Nottinghamfhire,is muchto be comended, 
(though the tract be fandy and barren about it) for making choice of fucha 
place. Conftantine lib.z .c.de agricult. praifeth mountaines, hilly, fteep places, 
above the reft by the Sea fide,& fuch as look toward the « North,upon fome 
great river,as > Farmack in Darbifhire onthe Treat ,environed with hils,open 
only tothe North, like Mount Edgemond in Cornwall, which M’.< Carew fo 
much admires for an excellent feat: Suchvas is the generall fite of Bohemia, [e- 
renat Borcas,the North wind clarifies,4 but neere lakes or marifhes,in holes, ob- 
{cure places, or tothe South and Weft he utterly difproves , thofe winds are un- 
wholfome,putrifying,and make men f{ubject to difeafes. The beft building for 
health,according to him,is ine high places,andin an excellent profpect.P Cre- 
feentiusin his 11b.1.de Agric.ca.5 .is very copious in this fubject, how a houfe 
fhould be wholfomely fited,in a good coaft,good aire,wind,&c. Varrode re 
ruft.lib.t.cap.12.‘ forbids lakes and rivers,marifh and manured grounds,they 
caufea bad aire,groffe difeafes, hard tobe cured :® ifit be (0 that he cannot help 
it better ,as he advifeth, fell thy houfe and land,than lofe thine health. He that re- 
{pects not this in chufing of his feat,or building his houfe,is wente captus,mad, 
h Cato faith and has dwelling next to Hell it felfe, according to Columella : hee 
commends in conclufion, the middle of an hill,upona defcent. Baptifta Porta 
Ville,lib.t .cap.2 2.cenfures Varro,Cato,Columella, and thofeancient Rutticks, 
approving many things, difallowing fome, and will by all meanes have the 
front ofan houfe ftand to the South, which how it may be good in Ztaly and 
hotter climes,I know not,in our Northerne countries Iam fure it is beft. Ste- 
phanusa Frenchman, predio rustic.tib.1 .cap.4. {ud{cribes to this , approving 
efpecially the defcent of an hill South or South-Eaft, with trees to the 
North,fo that it be well watered 3a condition in all fites which muft not bee 
omitted,as Her ba/fcin inculcates,li.1. Julius Cafar Clandinus 2 Phyfician,con- 
(ult.2 4.for a Nobleman in Poland,melancholy given, advifeth him ‘to dwell 
in a houfe inclining to the ‘ Eaft,and ‘by all means to provide the aire be cleere 
and fiveet;which Mortanus,confil.229.courmelleth the Earle of Moxfort his 
patient,to inhabita pleafant houfe, and ina good aire. If it be fo, the naturall 
‘fite may not be altered of our City, Town, Village, yet by artificiall meanes it 
may be helped. In hot countries therefore they make the ftreets of their Ci- 
ties very narrow,all over Spain, Africk,Italy,Greece,8c many Cities of France, 
in Languedock elpecially and Provence, thofe Southerne parts : Montpelier the 
habitationand Univerfity of Phyficians,is fo built, with high houfes, narrow 
ftreets, to divert the Sunnes fealding rayes,which Tacitus commends, Ud. 15% 
_ Annal.as moftagrecing to theirhealth,! becaufe the height of buildings, and 
narrowne(fe of fireets , keep away the Sunne beames. Some Cities ufe. Galle- 
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ries, or arched Cloyfters towards the ftreet, as Damafcus, Bologna, Padua,

Berna in SwitXerland, Weftchefter with us, as well to avoid tempefts, as the 
Sunnes fcorching heat. They buildon high hills in hot countries, for more 
aire ; or to the fea fide, as Bare, Naples, ec. In our Northerne coafts wee are 
oppofite, wee commend ftraight, broad, open, faire ftreets, as moft befitting 
and agreeing to our clime. Wee build in bottomes for warmth: and that fite 
of Mitylewe in the Ifland of Lesbos,in the -£ ‘gean Sea, which Vitruviws fo 
much difcommends, magnificently built with faire houfes, fed zmpruden- 
rer pofitam, unadvifedly fied, becaufe it lay along to the South, and when 
the South wind blew, the people were all ficke, would make an excellent fite 
in our Northerne climes. . 

Of that artificial fice of houfés [ have fufficiently difcourfed: ifthe featof 
the dwelling may not be altered, yet there is much in choice of {uch a cham- 
ber or roome, in opportune opening and fhutting of windowes , excluding 
forraine aire and winds, and walking abroad at convenient times. ™ Crato a 
German commends Faft and South fite (difallowing cold aire and Nor- 
therne winds in this cafe, rainy weatherand mifty dayes) free from putrefa- 
Gion,fens,bogs,and muckhills. If the aire be fuch,open no windowes, come 
not abroad. Montaaus will have his patient not to "ftirreat alLif the wind be 
bigge or tempeftuous, as moft part in March itis with us; or in cloudy, lou- 
ring darke dates, as in November , which wee commonly call the blacke 
moneth;or ftormy, let the wind ftand how it will, confil.27.and 30.he muft 
hot © open acafement in bad weather, or in a boifterous feafon, confil.299. hee 
efpecially forbids us to open windowes to a South wind. The beft fite for 
chamber windowes in my judgement are North, Eaft, South , and which is 
the worft, Welt. Levinus Lemnius lib.3.cap.3.de occult nat.mir. artributes fo 
much to aire, and rectifying of wind and windowes, that he holds it alone 
fufficient to make a man fick or well sto alter body and mind. * 4 cleere aire 
cheares up the [pirits , exhilarates the mind; athicke, blacke, msyfty, tempe. 
‘fiuous, contracts overthrowes. Great’ heed is therefore to bee taken at what 
times we walke, how wee place our windowes, lights, and houfes, how wee 
let inor exclude this ambient aire. The Egyptians, to avoid immoderate 


heat, make their windowes onthe top of the houfe like chimnies, with two — 


tunnells to draw athrough aire. In Spaine they commonly make great oppo. 


fice windowes without glaffe, ftill fhutting thofe which are nextto the Sun: 


So likewife in Turkey and Italy (Venice excepted, which brags ofher ftate- 
ly glafed Palaces ) they ufe paper windowes to like purpofe ; and lye fub dio, 
in the top of their flat roofed houfes, fo fleeping under the canopy of heaven. 
In fome parts of t Italy they have Windmills,to draw a cooling aire ont of 
hollow caves, and difperfe the fame through all the chambers of their 
Palaces, to refrefh them; as at Coftoza the houfe of Czfareo Trento, a Gens 


tleman of Vicenza,and elfewhere.‘ Many excellent meanes are invented to — 


corre&t nature by art. If none of thefecourfes helpe, the beft way is to 
make artificiall aire, which howfoever is profitable and good, ftill to bee 
made hot and moift, and to be feafoned with fweet perfumes, P pleafant and 
lightfome as may besto have Rofes, Violets,and fweet {melling flowers ever 
in their windgwes, Pofies in their hands. ZLaurentins commends water Lil- 
lies, a veffell of warme water to evaporate in the roome,which will make 4 
more 
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more delighfome perf ume, iftherebeadded Orange flowers, pilsofCi- 261 244, 
trons, Rofemary, Cloves, Bayes, R ofe-water,Rofe-vineger, Belzoin, Lada- 
num,Styrax,and fuch like Gummes, which make a pleafant and acceptable

Pergamus was at deadly feud with Perfivs of Macedonia, info much 
that Per/ews hearing of a journy he was to take'to Delphus, * {et acom- 
pany of fouldiers to intercept him in his paffagesthey did it according- 
ly, and as they {uppofed left him {toned todeath. The newes of this 
fat was brought inftantly to Perzamus ; Attalus, Eumenes brother pro. 
claimed himfelfe King forthwith,tooke poffeffion of the crowne, and 
married Stratonice the Queen, But by and by when contrary newes 
was brought, that King Ewmenes wasalive, and now comming to the 
citie, helaid by his crowne,left his wife,as a privateman went to meet 
him, and congratulate his returne. Eumenes though hee knew all parti- 
culars paffed,yet diffembling the matter,kindly embraced his brother, 
and tooke his wife into his favour againe, as ifno fuch matter had been 
heard of or done. Jocundo in Arioffo,found his wife in bed with a knave, 
both afleep, went his waies, and would not fo much as wake them, 
much lefle reprove them for it. 4 An honeft fellow finding in like fort 
his wife had plaid falfe at tables, and borne a man too many, drew his 
dagger,and (wore if he had not beenc his very friend, hee would have 
kill'd hins. Another hearing one had done thar for him, which no man 
d-fires tobee done by adeputy, followed ina rage with his {word 
drawne, and having overtaken him, laid adultery to his charge; the of- 
fender hotly purfued,confefled it was true; with which confeffion hee 
was fatisfied,& fo left him,fwearing that if he had denyed it he would 
not have put it up. How much better is it to do thus, then to macerate 
himfelf,impatienly to rave and rage, toenter an AGion (as Arnoldus 
Tiliws did inthe courtof Tholoufe, againt -Alartin Guerre his fellow 
fouldier, for that he counterfeited his habit,and was too familiar with 
his wife}fo to divulge his owne fhame, and to remaine for ever a Cuc- 
kold on record ; how much better be Cornelius Tacitus, than Publius 
Cornutus, to contemne in fuch cafes, or takeno notice of it, Melius fie 
errare, quam Zelotypie curts, faith Erafmus, fe couficere, better be a wittall 
and put it up, then to trouble himfelfeto no purpofe. And though he

ding tothofetwo extreames of Exceffeand Defect, Impiety and Super- 
ftition, Idolatry and Atheifme. Not that there is any excefle of divine 
worthip or love of God, that cannot be,we cannot loveGod too much, 
or do our duty as we ought,as Papifts hold, or have any perfection in 
this life,much leffe fupererogate, when we have al! done, we are unpro- 
fitable fervants, But becaule we doe alind agere, zealous without know- 
ledge, & too follicitous about that which is not neceflary,bufying our 
felves about impertinent,needleffe,idle,and vaine ceremonies, popslo ut 
placerent,as the Jewes did about facrifices, ablations, offerings, incenfe, 
new Moones,feafts,&c.but as Z/zy taxeth them 1.12. Who required this 
at your hands? We have too great opinion of our owne worth, that we 
can fatisfiethe Law ,; anddoe more thenis required at our hands, by 
performing thofe Evangelical Counfels, and {uch works of fuperero- 
gation merit for others, which Bellaremine, Gregory de Valentia, all their 
Jefuites and champions defend, that if God fhould deal in. rigour with 
them, fome of their Franci(cans & Dominicans are {o pure that nothing 
could be objected to them.

not impofe) that was before fhut up ina filver capcafe : Another time 
in the fame Author, S. Magaws fought for them. Now for vifions, re- 
velations,miracles,not only out of the Legend, out of purgatorie, but 
every day comes newes from the /ndies, and at home read the Iefuits 
letters, Rebadineira, Thur felinus, A cofta, Lippomanus : Xaverius, [evi 
tivs lives, &c. and tell mee what difference ? : 
His ordinary inftruments or factors which he ufeth, as God himfelf 
did good Kings, lawfull M agiftrates, patriarchs. prophets, to the efta:

1h%* a orb 
cum in caufa eff : for foveraignty, credit,to mainraine their {tate and re- si micas 
putation,out of Ambition and _Avarice, whichare their chiefe fuppor- 
rers: What have they not made tae common people.beleeve ¢ Impof- 
fibilities in nature,incredible things,what devices,traditions, ceremo- 
nies, have they not invented in all ages to keepe menin obedience, to 
inrichthemfelves?

his command ¢ What fo powerfull an engine as fuperitition: which 
they right well percciving,are of no religion at all them{elves:?Primam 
enim (as Calvinrightly fufpeas, the tenour and practice of their life 
proves) arcana ilius Theologia, quod apnd eos regnat, caput efi,quod nulum 
é([¢ deum they hold there is no God,as Leo 10. did, Hildebrand the Magi- 
cian, Alexander the 6.Zulivs 2.meere Atheifts, and which the common 
proverbe amongft them approves, #I4e worft Chriffians of italy are the 
Romans, of the Romanes the Priefts are wildeft, the lewdeft Priefts are prefer- 
redtobe Cardinals, and the baddeft man amongst the Cardinals # chofen to be 
Pope.

like fo many bearesin a line; When as their end is notto propagate the 
Church, advance Gods Kingdome, feeke his glory or common good, 
but to enrich themfelves, to enlarge their territories,to domineere and 
compeli them to ftand in awe, to live in fubjection.to the See of Rome. 
For what otherwife care they ¢.Sé mundus val: decipi, decipiatur, tis fit 
it fhould be fo. And for which + Auffin cites Varroto maintaine his Ro- 
manreligion,we may better apply tothem: multa vera, gua vulgus {ci- 
renonelt utile, pleraque falfa qua tamen aléter exiftimare populum expedit, 
fome thingsare true, fome falfe, which for their owne ends they will 
not have the gullifh commonalty take notice of. As well may witneffe 
their intolerable coverouineffe, ftrange forgeries, fopperies, foolcries, 
unrighteous fubtleties,impoftures, iufions,new doctrines, paradoxes, 
traditions, falfe miracles, which they have ftill forged, co enthrall,cir- 
cumvent and fubjugate them, to maintaine their owne eftates. "One 
while by Buls,Pardons, Indulgences, & their doétrine of good works, 
that they bee meritorious, hope of heaven by that meanes, they have 
{a fleeced the commonalty, & fpurred on this free {uperftitious horfe, 
that fe runnes bimfelfe blinde, and is an Affe to carry burdens. They 
have fo amplied Peters patrimony, that froma poore Bifhop,hee is be- 
come Kex Regu, Domenus dominautium,a Demi-God, as his Canonifts 
make him ( Felivw andthe reft) above God himfelfe. And. for his 
wealth and ‘temporalties, isnot inferiourto many Kings; t his Car- 
dinals Princes companions, and inevery kingdome almoft, Abbots, 
Priors,Monks;Friers,éc. and his Clergy have ingroffed a" third part, 
half,infome places.all into. their hands. Three Princes Electors in Ger- 

many, Bilhops; befides Magdeburze, Spire, Saltsburge, Breme,Bamberge,cys. 
In. Fraace,as Bodine lib.derepub.gives us to. underftand, their revenewes 
are twelve millions,and three hundred thoufand leyres, and of twelve 

“parts of the revenewes in France,the Church poffeffeth feven.. The Ze. 

faites, anew dect beguone in this age, have. as* Msadendorpius and + Pe- 
largys reckon up, three or foure hundred Colledges.in Europe, & more 
revenewes than many, Princes. In France,as Arwoldus proves, in thirty 
yeares they have got bi centum librarum millia annua, 200000!, T fay 
nothing of thereft of their,orders. We have had in England, as Arma- 


chanus demomtrates, above thirty thoufand Friers at once,& as +Speed 
collects outof Lelande and others, almoft 600 religious houfes, and 
neeretwo,hundred thoufand: poundin revenewes of the old rent_be- 
longing to them, befides Images of Gold, Silver,plate, furniture goods 
and ornaments;as */Veever calculates and efteemes.them atthe diffolu- 
tion of Abbies,worth a million of gold. How. many Townes in-every 
kingdome, hath {uperftition enriched? Whata deale of mony by mufty 
reliques, Images, Idolatry, have their Mafle Priefts ingroffed,and what 
Sums have they {craped by-their other trickes,, Laurétwm in Italy, Wal- 
foghemin England nthole daics, 1b: omuia ayrovitent, faith Erafmus, 
Si, F homas Shrine, Gc. may. witnelle. +.Delphos forenowned of old in 
Greece for 4 pallo:s oracle, Delos commune conciliabulum ¢& emporium 
{ola xeligione manitum , Dodons, whofe fame and wealth were {uftained

When J think of that Turkifh 
paradife,thofe Jewi/h fables, and pontificiall rites,thofe Pagan fuperfti- 
tions, their facrifices and ceremonies, as to make images of all matter, 
and adore them when they have done, to fee them kifle the pyx, creep 
to the crofle,&c.1 cannot choofe but laugh with Democritus: but when 
I fee them whip and torture themfelves, grind their foules for toyes & 
trifles,de{perate,and now ready to die, I cannot choofe but weep with 
Heraclitus.

hell,than we fhal doto heaven.Single outthe moft ignorant of thé, cé- 
vince his underftanding,fhew him his errors,groffheffe, & abfurdities 
of his feét, Non perfuadebis etiamft per{uaferss, he will not be perf{waded. 
As thofe Pagans told the Jefuites in Zapona, » they would doe as their 
fore-fathers have done; and with Ratholdethe Frifian Prince, goe to 
hell for company,if moft of their friends went thither:they wil not be 
moved,no perf{wafion, no torture can ftir them.So that Papifts cannot 
brag of their vowes, poverty,obedience,orders, merits,martyrdomes, 
faftings,almes,good works, pilgrimages:much and more than all this, 1 
fhall fhew you,is,and hath beene done by thefe fuperftitious Gentiles, 
Pagans, !dolaters and Jewes: their blind zeale and idolatrous fuperfti- 
tion in all kinds is much at one ; little or no difference,and it is hard to 
fay which is the greateft, which isthe groffeft. For if a man fhall duly 
confider thofe fuperftitious rites amongft the Ethnicks in Japan, the 
Bannians in Gulerat, the Chinefe idolaters, * Americans of old, in Mexico 
efpecially, Mahometan priefts, he fhall finde the fame government al- 
moft,the fame orders and ceremonies,or {0 like,that they may feem al 
apparantly to be derived from fome heathen {pirit, & the Roman Hie- 
rarchie no better thanthereft. In a word,this is common toall fuper- 
ftition,there is nothing fo mad and abfurd,{6 ridiculous,impoffible,in- 
credible,which they will not beleeve, obferve,and diligently perform 
as much as in them lyes,nothing fo menftrous to conceive, or intole- 
rable to put in practice, fo cruell to fufter, which they will not willing- 
ly undertake.So powerfull athing is fuperftition, + O egypt (as Tré[= 
megifius exclaimes) thy religion ws fables, and {uch as poftertty will not be» 
leeve. Iknowthat in true Religion it felfe, many myfteries are fo ap- 
prehended alone by faith, as that of the Trinity, which Turkes efpeci- 
ally deride, Chrifts Incarnation, refurre@ion of the body at the laft 
day, guod ideo credendum (faith Tertudian) quod incredibsle, Gc. many 
miracles notto be controverted or difputed of. WVirari non rimari [a-

Of fuch Symptomes as properly belong to fuperftition,or that irre: 
ligious Religion, I may fay as of the reft, fomeare ridicnloys, fome a: 
gaine feral to relate, Of thofe ridiculous, there can be no better tefti- 
me@ny than the multitude of their gods, thofe abfird names, actions; 
Offices they put upon them, their feafts, holy -daies, facrifices, adora- 
tions, and the like. The VE cyptéans that pretended fo great antiquity, 
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300 Kings before Amafis; andas Mela writes, 13000 yeats from the 


beginning of theirChronicles,that meh fo much of their knowledge 
of old,for they invented Arithmetick, Aftronom y; Geometry; of their 
wealth and power,that vaunted.of 20000 Cities 3 yet atthe fame time

ton geftures,bald ceremonies; tby what bawdyPriefts,how they hang 
their nofes over the {moke of facrifices, faith * Lucian, and lick bloud 
like flies that was fpilled about the altars: Their carved Idols, gilt Ima- 
ges of wood, iron, ivory,filver,brafle,ftone, olim truncus eram,&c. were 
moft abfurd, as being their owne workmanfhip, for as Seneca notes, 
adorant ligneos deos, et fabros interim qué fecerunt , comtemaunt, they ae 
dore worke, contemne the workemanm:, and as Tertullian  fol- 
lows it, Si bomines non e(fent dis propitii, non effent diz, had it not beene 
for men, they had never beenegods, but blocks ftill, and Aupid fta- 
tues, in which mice, fwallowes, birds made their nefts,, fpiders their 
webbes, and in their very mouths laid theirexcrements.

moderate, end often with it. Intolerable paine and anguifh, long ficknes 
captivitie,miferie,lofle of goods, lofie of friends,and thofe lefler griefs 
doe fometimes effe@ it,or {uch difmall accidents. Si mon flatim relevan- 
tur, faith ¢ Adercennus, dubitant an (it Deus, if they bee not eafed forth- 
with,they doubt whether there be any God,they rave, curfe, and are 
de(perately mad,becaufe good men are oppreffed wicked men flowrifh,they bave 
not as they thinke to their defert, and thtough impatience of calamities 
are fo mifaffected. Democrétws put out his eles, ¢ malorum civium pro- 


[peros videret fucceffus, becaufehe could not abide to fee wicked men 


profper, and was therefore ready to make away himlelfe, as * Agellius 
writes of him. Felix Plater hath a memorable example in this kinde,' 
of a Painters wife in Bafi/, that was melancholy for her fons death,and 
from melancholic became defperate, fhe thought God would not p= 
don her fins, t avd for foure months, ftill raved, that fhee was in bell fire, ale 
ready damned. Whenthe humour is ftirred up,every {mal obje&t agera- 
vates and incenfeth it, as the partiesare addi@ed. » The fame author 
hath anexample of a merchant man, that for the loffe of alittle wheat, 
which he had over long kept, was troubled in confcience , for that he 
had not fold it fooner, or given itto the poore, yet a good Scholler 8 
a great Divine;no perfwafion would ferve tothe contrary, but that for. 
this fact he was damned; in other matters very judicious and difcreet.'

with them, no falvation, no balfome for their difeafed foules, they

our Papifts to terrifie mens foules with purgatory, tales,vifions, appa- 
ritidns, to daunteven the moft generous {pirits, to 4 require charitie, as 
Brentius obferves, of others, bountie, meckneffe, love, patience; when they 
shemfelves breath nought but lnft, envy, covetoulnefe. They teach others 
to faft, give almes, doe pennance, and crucifie their minde with fuper- 
ftitious obfervations, bread and water, haire cloathes, whips, and the 
like, when they themfelves have all the dainties the world can afford, 
ly on adowne bed with a Curtefan in theirarmes: Heo quantum pati- 
mur pro Chrifto, as*hee faid, what acruell tyranny isthis, fotoinfule 
over and terrifie mensfonles. Ourindifcreet Paftors many of them 
come not farre behind, whileft in their ordinary fermons they {peake 
fo much of election, predeftination, reprobation 4b eterno, fubtraction 
of grace,preterition, voluntary permiffion, &c. by what fignes and to- 
kensthey {hall difcerne and try themfelves, whether they bee Gods 
true children elect, av fint Theat eS éc. with fuch fcrupulous 
points, they ftill aggravate finne, thunder out Gods judgements with- 
out refped,intempeftively raile at and pronouncethem damned, inall 
auditories,for giving fo much to fports and honeft recreations,making 
every fall fault and thing indifferent, an irremiffible offence, they fo 
rent, teare and wound mens confciences,that they are almoft mad,and 
at their wits ends. 

The(e bitter potions ( faith f Erafmus ) are ftill in their mouthes, nothing 
but gail aud horror, anda mad noyfe, they make all their auditors defperates 
many are wounded by this meanes, and they commonly that are moft 
devout and precife, have been formerly prefiumptuous, and certain of 
their falvation;they that have tender confciences,that follow fermons, 
frequent le@tures# that have indeed leaft caufe, they are moft apt to 
miftake, and fallinto thefe miferies.

I fee no reafon at all why a Papift 
at any time fhould defpaire, or be troubled for his fins , forlet him be 
never fo diffolute a catiffe,fo notorious avillain,fo monfrous a finner, 
out of that Treatife of Indulgences, and merits of Which the Pope is 
difpenfator, hee may have free pardon and plenary remiffion of all his 
finnes, There bee fo man y gcnerail pardons for ages to come, 40000 
ycares to come, fo many Iubilies, fo frequent gaole- deliveries out of 
Purgatory for all fouls,snow living, or after diffolution of the body; fo 
many particular Maffes daily {aid in feveral Churches,fo many Altars 
confecrated to this purpofe,that ifa man have either mony or friends, 
or will take any paines to come to fuch an Altar, hear a Mafle , fay fo 
many Pater. noflers, undergoe fuch and {uch penance, hee cannot do a- 
mifie, it is impoffible his mind fhould be troubled, or he have any fcru- 
ple to moleft him. Befides that Taxa Camere Apoftolice, which was firft 
publifhed to get money inthe daies of Leo decimus that fharking Pope, 
and fince divulged to the fame ends, {ets down fuch eafie rates and dif- 
pentations for all offences, for perjurie,murder, inceft,adultery,&c.for 
fo many groffes or dollers ¢ able to invite any man to finne, and pro- 
voke him to offend, me thinkes, that otherwife would not) fuch com- 
fortable remiffion, fo gentle & parable a pardon.fo ready at hand, with 
fo {mall coft and fute obtained, that I cannot fee how he that hath any 
friends amongft them(as I {ay or money in his purfe,or wil at leaft to 
eafe himfelfe,can any way milcary or be mifaffle@ed, how hee fhould 
be defperate, in danger of damnation or troubled in minde. Their 
ghoftly fathers can fo readily apply remedies, fo cunninglie ftring and 
unftring, winde and unwinde their devotions, play upon their con{ci- 
ences with plaufible fpeeches and terrible threats,for their beft advan- 
tage fettle and remove, ereé with fuch facilitie and dejed, let in and 
out, that I cannot perceive how any man among ft them fhould muck 
or often labour of this difeafe, or finally mifcarry. The caufes above 
named muft more frequently therefore take hold in others.

All that is fingle in other melancholy, Horribile,dirum, 
tee sane peftilens,atrox, ferwm, concurre inthis, itis more than melancholy in 
vultum, tora- the higheft degrec;a burning feaver of the foul, fo mad, faith* Zacchi- 
fie corporis nus, by this milery ;feare, forrow and defpaire hee puts for ordinary 
zat,etiamin  tymptomes of Melancholy.

linger vindicates,and Gualter approves in a juttApology with many ar- 
uments. There be many Iefuites that follow thefe Calvinifts in this 
behalfe, Franci(cws Buchfius Moguntinus, Andvadiws Confil. Trident,many 
{choolemen that out of the 1 Row. v.18,19.are verily perfwaded that 
thofe good works of the:Gentiles did fo farre pleafe God, that they 
might vitans eternam promerert, and be faved in theend. Sefellivs, and 
Benedictus Iuftinianus inhis comment on the firft of the Romans, Ma- 
thias Ditmar{b the polititian,with many others, hold a mediocrity,they 
may be falute non indigni,but they will not abfolutely decreeit. Hof- 
mannus 2 Lutheran profeflor of Helmftad, and many of his followers, 
with moft of our Church, and Papifts are ftiffe againftit. Framcifcue 
Colligs hath fully cenfured all opinions in his five bookes de Paganoruns 
animabus pol? mortem,and amply dilated this queftion, which who {fo 
will may perufé. Buttoreturne to my author, his conclufion is, that 
not only wicked livers, blafphemers, reprobates, and {uch as rejecé 
Gods grace, but that the divells themfelves (hall be faved at laft,as* Origen 
long fince delivered in his works,and our late TSocsmians defend, offors- 
dius cap. 41. inflitut: Smaltius, Ore Thofe termes of all and tor ever 
in {cripture, are not eternall, but onely denorate a longer time, which 
by many examples they prove. The world fhallend likea Come- 
dy, and wee fhall meet at laft in Heaven, and live in bliffe altogether 
or elfein conclufion, in sibil enanefcere. For how can he be mercifulf 
that fhall condemne any creature to eternall unfpeakable punifhment, 
for one {inall temporary fault,all pofteritie,fo many myriads, for one 
andan other mans offence, quid mernift eves? But thefe abfurd para- 
doxes are exploded by our Church, wee teach otherwife. That this 
vocation, predeftination, eleGion, reprobation, non ex corrupta mal/a, 
pravifa fide, as Out Arminians,or ex pravifis operibus, as out Papitts, won 
ex prateritsone , but Gods abfolute decree, ante mundum creatum, (as
